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Politicalights 

By the Editor 

The campaigns for positions in the 
city government are drawing to a 
close. Election Day is next Tuesday. 
A resume of the situation is in order. 
What are the highlights? 

In the contests for the 21 positions 
as members of the Bonrd of Aldermen 
there are but e few which may he 
considered very doubtful. Practically 
all of the present members running 
for re-election will he re-elected. 

The vacancy as Alderman-at-Large 
in Ward 1, caused by the retirement 
of Alderman Frank T. McCabe, will 
undoubtedly be a close race. Aider- 
man John Barwise, a candidate for re- 
election for the other seat ns Alder- 
man-at-Large from this ward, will he 
re-elected, leaving the remaining sent 
to be filled from four candidates. Were 
this contest confined to Word 1 there 
might bo some difficulty in predicting 
the winner, but with the voters of the 
entire city making this choice, Rich- 
ard’ I. Lee should have considerable of 
a plurality over Waldo S. Weldon, who 
has previously been a candidate. Five 
years ngo Mr. Lee was defeated by 
Major McCabe but in the interval Mr. 
Leo has been prominent in various 
civic affairs. 

Iu Ward 2 Aldermen Schipper and 
Everts will be re-elected over their 
opponent, Edward S. Sullivan, little 
known throughout the city. Rodney 
(’. Eaton has the poll for Ward Alder- 
man in the Newtonville section. 

There seems to be little question of 
the re-election of Alderman Maxwell 
I’. Gaddis as an at-large member and 
Alderman Kenneth C. Titfin as Ward 
Alderman in Ward 3. Robert H. Whid- 
den will be elected to the vacancy 
caused by the retirement of Alder- 
man-at-Large Maynard Hutchinson. 

President of the Board of Aldermen 
Charles B. Floyd and Alderman-at- 
Large Charles E. Hughes have no 
cause to be disturbed over the can- 
didacy of Paul Harris Drake, their 
opponent. Mr. Drake has been an un 
successful candidate for Mayor and al- 
derman on numerous occasions in the 
pust. 

Ward 5 presents the highlights of 
the alderinanic campaigns. Aldermen 
at-Large Donald I). McKay and John 
Temperley are being opposed by Har- 
old S. Piper and George ?’ashman. 
Piper has been prominent in Ward 5 
politics and in city-wide community 
affnirs and is likely to finish well up 
in the race. Mr. Caslunan will per- 
haps make a better run than in his 
previous attempts but does not seem 
to have sufficient support throughout 
tile city to top two of his opponents. 
McKay and Temperley have both re- 
ceived well balanced support from the 
voters of the city. The big. question of 
this contest is whether or npt Piper 
can defeat Temperley, who has sur- 
vived two well organized attempts to 
unseat him in past elections. 

The contest for Ward Alderman in 
Ward f> is also providing some inter- 
est with Alderman Clifford B. Walker 
being opposed by Harry B. Cummings. 

It is probable that tiie voters in this 
section will retain the services of 
their experienced representative. 

In Ward 6 there seems to be no 
question of the re-election of *Alder- 
man-at-Large Henderson Inches. Al- 
derman Joseph EL Jamieson, who is 
running as an at-large candidate, and 
Alderman Carroll B. Hoffman, pres- 
ent at-large member, swapping posi- 
tions with Ward Alderman Jamie- 
son. 

Aldermen at-Large George E. Raw- 
son and Clarence C. Colby and Ward 
Alderman Theodore R. Lockwood will 
he re-elected from Ward 7. The only 
other candidate is Thomas A. Mora- 
han, a newcomer to the city, who was

Oak Hill People 
Want Shooting In 
Newton Prohibited 


Henry S. Cummings, president of 
I he Oak Hi]] Improvement Associa- 
tion, has filed with the Board of Al- 
dermen a petition asking that a city 
ordinance he adopted which will pro- 
hibit shooting of firearms by hunters 
in any part of Newton. At present the 
police cannot stop such shooting on 
land where hunters have obtained per- 
mission from the owners of the land. 
The petition states In part: 

1 respectfully petition your hon- 
orable board to prohibit by ordinance 
hooting within the limits of the 
city by hunters. 

"During the open season there is I 
danger of injury to children. The 
city is primarily a residential com- 
munity and there is no large enough 
area where hunting can be indulged 
in safely. There is a particular sit- 
uation in the Oak Hill district where 
shooting has taken place and con- 
cerning which the police are familiar, 
which, in the interests of safety and 
the peace of the community, warrants

Bond Referendum 
On Ballot Nov. 7 


An important referendum will ap- 
pear on the ballot at election next 
Tuesday, November 7. On April 1. 
the Governor signed the Federation’s 
‘‘bond referendum” hill, marking an 
Initial success of the 1939 legislative 
program of the Massachusetts Taxpay- 
ers* Federation. 

The new law, passed as chapter 108. 
is designed to give tiie voters of cities 
the right to petition for 11 referendum 
on the question of Incurring debt. It 
is in line with a Federation policy of 
making available to the taxpayers and 
voters effective remedies against ex- 
cessive costs and extravagant projects. 
Other Federation - sponsored legisla- 
tion of this type in past years has 
been the twenty-four taxpayer suit en- 
joining State payments of doubtful 
legality, and the law making avail- 
able to the public the records of re 
quests of contractors for "extra work 
orders.” 

The Bond Referendum Act Is per- 
missive legislation. In some cities, 
similar provisions have been in ef- 
fect for a number of years. In the 
remaining cities, the new Act will go 
on the ballot in 1940 for approval or 
rejection. If approved? by the voters, 
it takes effect at >Y.\ and becomes

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NEWTON NEEDS A CHANGE 

Through the years we believe that our political opposition 
to Mayor Childs has become generally known. With the 
utmost sincerity, and without bitterness or rancor, we hold to 
the opinion that Newton needs a change of administration in 
the office of its Chief Executive. 

We realize fully the great popularity of the present Mayor. 
He has a multitude of friends among the voters, many of whom 
know him only in a personal way. They cannot and will not 
believe that most of the opposition that has been offered arises 
from the honest conviction that the interests of the city would 
be better served by a Mayor who possesses more initiative, 
more aggressiveness, and a greater willingness to shoulder the 
responsibilities of the office. 

There is one striking fact that cannot be ignored or denied. 
Through these many years numerous civic-minded citizens 
have served as members of the Board of Aldermen. They have 
been closer to the scene of action than most. Many of them 
began their career of public service as supporters of Mayor 
Childs at the polls. It is almost inconceivable to note how 
few of those who served in elective office under Mayor Childs 
render him their enthusiastic support at the present time. There 
can be but one answer — that in the public service they 
have come to realize that Newton needs aggressive leadership 
in place of the passive, non-cooperative, titular, yet personally 
popular, Chief Executive. 

Numerous attempts have been made to defeat Mayor Childs. 
All have failed. He served for eight consecutive terms during 
the war. post-war and prosperous eras, a total of sixteen years, 
With his usual political acumen he withdrew from the pos- 
sibility of any contest with Sinclair Weeks in the campaign of 
1929. During the depression years Newton was fortunate in 
having a capable, business executive of the type of Mayor 
Weeks, at the helm. When Mayor Weeks retired after six 
years of valuable service Mayor Childs re-entered the picture. 
He has served two terms, and is now completing twenty years 
as Newton’s Mayor. In the past two campaigns opposition to 
his re-election was again offered and turned back on both 
occasions. 

From these past campaigns many persons have come to 
believe that the Mayor cannot be defeated. But during the 
past four years conditions have been far different than prior 
to the depression. Governmental costs have soared, welfare 
is a disturbing problem, the tax situation is becoming more 
desperate, year by year, and many other vital problems affect 
the well-being of all of our citizens. We need a forward-looking 
executive who has the willingness to make an exhaustive and 
conscientious study into possible solutions of these pressing 
questions. 

Most persons, satisfied and content that Newton is a fine 
city in which to live, indifferently overlook the fact that the try- 
ing times of the past ten years have changed the situation and 
made our problems more serious. The trend of governmental 
costs in many cities, less favorably situated than Newton, has 
been downward in the past year while in Newton there has 
been an annual increase in expenditures for several successive 
years. 

During the past week factual information was placed before 
the citizens of Newton showing graphically Newton’s experi- 
ence during the past twenty-five years. It is well worth indi- 
vidual study upon the part of every citizen interested in main- 
taining Newton’s reputation for efficient government although 
the financial aspect of the administration of the city’s affairs 
is but one phase of the coming election. 

Emphasis has been placed upon the lack of co-operation 
between the Mayor and the Board of Aldermen. It has been 
an unusual experience to find that the appointment of three 
different individuals by the Mayor have been practically unan- 
imously rejected by the Board. On one occasion two members 
supported the Mayor’s choice, on another one, and on the other 
not one of the twenty-one members comprising the Board. 
There has been apparent lack of co-operation in police matters 
and also affairs in the soldiers’ relief department, both of 
which have been the subject of special aldermanic investiga- 
tions. 

With all of these facts in mind the desirability of a change in 
the administration of Newton’s government becomes, we be- 
lieve, self-evident. And it can be accomplished. 

There are three candidates opposing the re-election *of 
the present Mayor. We have known each of them for several 
years and we have the highest respect for the honesty of pur- 
pose of all. Of the three, however, the one candidate who 
possesses most of the qualifications which we believe Newton 
needs in its Chief Executive are those exemplified by Paul M. 
Goddard. 

Through youth and early manhood Paul M. Goddard worked 


to obtain an education. He has worked diligently and indus- 
triously for every success he has made and owes no allegiance 
to any group or individual. He has served as a member of the 
Board of Aldermen and as a Representative to the Massachu- 
setts Legislature. In both these offices he has demonstrated 
qualities of leadership, initiative, and a willingness to shoulder 
responsibility. He recognizes the rights of individuals to ob- 
tain an honest and decent living in municipal service, and he 
recognizes the rights of the citizen who expects to receive the 
maximum benefit from the tax dollars which he pays in order 
that the city may furnish services necessary to the community’s 
well-being. And as Mayor of Newton we are confident that 
Paul M. Goddard will make every effort possible to solve the 
ever-increasing problems which confront every public official. 

We trust that the voters of Newton are aware of the facts. 
If they will exercise their right of franchise to vote on Tues- 
day, November 7th, election day, Paul M. Goddard will be the 
next Mayor of Newton. 


AN IMPORTANT ELECTION 

We would remind our readers again of the importance of 
voting next Tuesday. For the first time in the history of the 
city all members of the Board of Aldermen and all members 
of the School Committee, in addition to the Mayor, will be 
elected under the biennial method of election. It will be a 
long ballot with some fifty or more candidates contesting for 
twenty-nine positions. All are important. We have already 
dwelt at length on the mayoralty situation and space does not 
permit an expression of our opinion on the many contests. 

There are four contests among candidates for the School 
Committee, upon three of which we shall comment briefly. 
The voters of Newton have the opportunity to elect to the 
School Committee as the member from Ward 2 an outstanding 
civic-minded citizen in Charles Raymond Cabot. Mr. Cabot 
has given much of his time and interest to community affairs 
of one kind or another, although he has never before sought 
elective office. Mr. Cabot will be a most valuable asset to the 
School Committee and should receive the support of a large 
majority of his fellow citizens. In Ward 3 School Committee- 
man Ralph F. Taber is being opposed for re-election. Mr. 
Taber should be returned. A similar situation exists in Ward 
6 where an attempt is being made to unseat Clark B. Bristol. 
We trust that the voters will also re-elect Mr. Bristol.

Mattress Voters

So many persons were disappointed 
by not getting tickets for the Read 
Fund Lectures, that the committee an- 
nounces that unless holders of tickets 
are in their seats at 7:30, they will 
forfeit the right to them for the eve- 
ning, and any seat that is vacant at 
that time can be taken by anybody. 

Some parties in town who have 
bought photograph checks from an un- 
known female canvasser, find to their 
sorrow that the orders are worthless, 
and the dollar paid in advance was 
thrown away. The canvasser, a woman 
of pleasing manner, claimed to repre- 
sent a firm on Court st., Boston, but 
this firm will not honor her orders.

The Boston & Al- 
bany will build the first mile from 
Riverside, and the remaining 2 miles 
are under contract, and must be ready 
for the rails next June. The contrac- 
tor has three gangs of men at work 
in the cuts near the poor farm at 
Wabau. The railroad has done some 
heavy work this summer between 
Riverside and Grove st. No sites for 
tlie depots have yet been selected, but 
three localities at intervals of a mile 
must from obvious natural advantages 
be favorably regarded. There will be 
grade crossings on the branch.

Murphy, a popular young 
man. made a good run when he ran 
for Ward Alderman 3 years ago. Wel- 
don. a lifelong resident and business 
man of Nonantum is tho son of Wil- 
linm Weldon who was an Alderman 
about 35 years ago. Waters was a can- 
didate for Alderman some years ago. 
It is quite probable that Murphy and 
Weldon will run strongly in their 
home Ward. Edward A. Fahey, Ward 
Alderman for the pnst 3 years, has no 
opponent. 

In Ward 2 Aldermen-at-Large 
Everts and Seliipper are running for 
re-election. They, are being opposed 
by Ernest Sullivan of 9 Edinboro ter., 
who has taken an active part in ob- 
taining a new playground in his sec- 
tion. In Ward 3 Maxwell Gaddis is 
running for re-election as Alderman- 
at-Large, and deserves it. Other can- 
didates are Robert A. Whidden of 83 
Bonad rd. and Paul J. Leahy of 11 
Warwick rd. Whidden is receiving 
well organized support. Leahy is the 
son of former Alderman Richard 
Leahy. 

For the office of Ward Alderman. 
Kenneth Tifflin, who has rendered 
good service for the past 2 years, Is 
being opposed by Eugene Cronin of 
33 Henshaw st. 

In Ward 4 President Charles B. 
Floyd of the Board of Aldermen and 
Charles E. Hughes art; both candidates 
for re-election as Aldermen-at-Large. 
They are being opposed by Paul H. 
Drake, who has been a candidate in 
the past for Alderman from Ward 7 
and also for Mayor. George A. Bacon, 
present Ward Alderman, has no op- 
ponent. 

One of the most interesting contests 
In the city is that for Aldermen-at- 
Large from Ward 5. There are five 
candidates. Donald I). McKay, chair- 
man of the Finance Committee of the 
Aldermen, who has been a member of 
the Board for the past seven years 
and John Temperley, who is serving 
his 12th year as an Alderman, are 
both candidates for re-election. The 
other candidates are George W. Cash- 
man. who has been a candidate in 
previous years; John F. McGuinness 
of 19 Eliot st. and Harold S. Piper 
of 151 Plymouth rd. Piper has been 
quite active in Republican and com- 
munity affuirs for several years, is 
making u determined fight for elec- 
tion. and may lie one of the two win- 
ners. 

In Ward 5 Clifford II. Walker, who 
has served efficiently as Ward Alder- 
man for the past five years, is a can- 
didate for re-election. lie is being op- 
posed by Harry B. Cummings, of Dor- 
set rd.. who is u sales engineer for 
the Boston Consolidated Gus Com- 
pany. As both Mr. Walker and Mr. 
Cummings are well known residents 
of the Waban section, this contest is 
receiving much attention in that vil- 
lage.

Frazier, a 
submaster In the Donald McKay In- 
termediate School at East Boston, is a 
life-long resident of Newton and is 
prominent in American Legion af- 
fairs. He was a candidate for the 
School Committee 4 years ago and 
made an excellent showing. He ob- 
tained 10,104 votes ngainst such a 
strong candidate as Franklin E. 
Smith, who received 11,462. MacGlll, 
who Is a tax consultant, was formerly 
associated with the Mount Ida School 
of Newton.

McKay Refutes 
Charges of 
Wrecking Credit 

Makes Public Correspondence 
Relative To City s 
Finances 


During the current mayoralty cam- 
paign charges have been made that 
certain Individuals in Newton have 
been trying to wreck the credit of 
the city. In refutation of these 
charges correspondence relative to 
the situation has been made public 
by Aldeman Donald D. McKay, chair- 
man of the Finance Committee of the 
Newton Board of Aldermen. Mr. 
McKay states that the charges are 
based entirely upon a letter over 
his signature, dated October 26, 1938. 
which was sent to various banking In- 
stitutions in Boston. 

Mr. McKay’s letter read as follows: 
“The city of Newton recently author- 
ized Welfare and Emergency loans 
which have caused some comment. 
As chairman of the Finance Commit- 
tee I am anxious to have Newton’s 
credit maintain first position. The 
enclosed copy of my remarks on the 
general subject of its finances may 
he of help in appraising its credit 
when next you bid for bonds. 

(Signed) DONALD D. McKAY. 

Mr. McKay states that due to the 
fact that Newton was obliged to bor- 
row for welfare purposes (contrary to 
its usual practice of meeting current 
expenses out of ordinary revenue) 
the impression might be created in 
the investment field that Newton’s 
credit was becoming unsound. The 
remarks referred to in Mr. McKay’s 
letter were those made by him at 
the West Newton Men’s Club meeting 
on Oct. 19, 1938. In his closing state- 
ments is the following quotation: 
“Newton enjoys the best credit rat- 
ing of any city in Massachusetts and 
few in the United States surpass it. 
But it will hold that position only as 
long as intelligent effort is constantly 
applied.” 

With further references to the 
charge that attempts to wreck the 
city’s credit are being made Mr. Mc- 
Kay makes public a copy of a letter 
written on Tuesday of this week.

my conclusions with respect to the 
City’H finances, which were most fa- 
vorable as has always been tho case 
in the past. 

Wo are still of the opinion that ob- 
ligations of tho City of Newton are 
entitled to the highest Investment rnt 
ing and this fact Is attested to when 
consideration is given to the most 
favorable rates that tho City him oh 
tallied on its notes and bonds dur- 
ing the past year. 

I sincerely hope this will clear up 
any misunderstanding that may exist 
in regard to my feelings in the mat- 
ter.

Mayoralty Candidates 
Give Peppy Speeches At 
City Employees Rally 


Last Friday night at V. F. W. Hall, 
Newton, Newton City Employees Lo- 
enl hold an open rally which was ad 
dressed by the four candidates for the 
office of Mayor of Newton. Mayor 
Childs told the gathering that som< 
person, who claimed to be a member 
of the "finance hoard” of Newton 
had attempted to injure the credit of 
this city by writing to a Boston bank- 
ing firm advising that company to 
take Into account when it submitted 
bids on floating a bond Issue, that 
Newton’s finances are not what they 
used to be. The recipient of the 
letter got in touch with City Treas- 
urer Newhall to inquire if anything 
was wrong with Newton’s credit. The 
Mayor said that Newton is sound fl 
nancially and quoted State Tax Com- 
missioner Long as saying that New- 
ton is one of the places which can be 
relied on to sustain the State, that it 
lias weathered the financial storm 
much better than other cities, that it 
lias not done excessive borrowing, and 
its tax rate is lower than those of the 
other cities. 

Paul M. Goddard said that rumors 
ure being circulated about the city 
that he intends to reduce the wages 
of city employees if he will he elect- 
ed. Goddard said that these rumors 
false, that he lias no intention of 
reducing wages, and that he had re- 
fused to promise he will cut the tax 
rate $2.50 if by so doing it would ne- 
cessitate the cutting of wages. God- 
dard told the city employees that lie 
would see that they will receive their 
proper allocations, according to civil 
e. He told of having sponsored 
a law passed by the Legislature the 
past year whereby contractors bid- 
ding on the construction, repairing or 
reconstruction of any public building 
must submit not only their bid on the 
general contract, hut also the bids of 
subcontracts on the job. Labor 
leaders had been trying to get this 
law passed for several years, as it will 
prevent the subletting of contracts at 
prices which result in low wages to 
men engaged in building trades. 

Alderman McCabe criticised al- 
leged interference with the authority 
of department heads in Newton under 
Mayor Childs regime by subordinates. 
He said that in the police department 
there are three wheels within wheels, 
trying to hamstring Chief Hughes, 
who lias been attempting to do a 
good job. Alderman McCabe said that 
in the Street Department there was 
a situation whereby one subordinate 
made purchases without consulting the 
head of the department. He said 
that the late Commissioner Mahoney 
and Acting Commissioner McCarthy 
had to put up with that condition, but 
Commissioner Haughey does not have 
to put up with it. McCabe said that 
in 1936 the present Mayor saw fit to 
put into the Soldiers’ Relief Depart- 
ment a recipient of soldiers’ relief 
who dominated that department, and 
that tlie Commissioner of that de- 
partment had to do what this man 
wanted done. McCabe said that if he 


is elected Mayor he will give decent, 
efficient government, and will have no 
hypocrisy, n6 racketeers. 

James A. Waters advocated the In- 
diana plan of taxation to relieve the 
burden now carried by real estate. 
Ho called attention to the fact that 
although there had been big Increases 
in the valuation of property in New- 
ton, the tax rate had also risen, con- 
trary to the usual course of things in 
this respect. 

The rally was presided over by 
President John McMullin of the Lo- 
cal.

The break at the fruit 
store occurred at about 1:15 and it 
was discovered later by Patrolman 
Bibbo. About $5 was stolen from t he 
cash drawer at this place, but none 
of the large stock of wines and fruit 
was disturbed.

For the Grand Jury 

In tlie Newton court on Monday

TO TELEPHONE USERS 
IN BOSTON AND VICINITY 



AS recently announced by the Massachusetts Department of 
xL Public Utilities, savings totaling $175,000 a year for many 
telephone users became effective Nov. 1. At the same time, a faster, 
more efficient and more extensive dial service went into operation 
in Metropolitan Boston. 

As a result of wide extension of the diroct dial area, any dial 
telephone in Boston and vicinity may now reach nearly 420,000 
telephones by dialing directly. These include nearly every telephone 
listed in the Boston directory and all telephones in the city of Lynn. 

These service improvements are made possible by many years of 
research by the Bell Telephone Laboratories and by this Company.

nnce of municipal bonds. 

The working of the law is simple. 
If a city council votes to authorize 
the issuance of bonds or notes for any 
<<f a largo number of purposes (listed 
in sections 7 and 8 of Chapter 44. G. 
L.l, their vote does not take effect 
for twenty days, if in the meantime 
a petition for a referendum on the 
issue of bonds is signed by at least 
12 per cent of the city’s voters, but 
not over 12,000, and the petition is 
filed with the city clerk to he trans- 
mitted to tlie city council, then the 
council must reconsider its action. It 
may reverse its position and vote 
down the measure. Or it may con- 
tinue to approve it. in which case tli 
I question goes before the voters, either 
1 at a special election called for the 
purpose, or at the next regular mu- 
nicipal election. 

The Taxpayers’ Federation believes 
it has given the taxpayers a valuable 
instrument for their drive toward econ- 
i omy and sanity in government.

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Politicalights 

By the Editor 

Although the election is over there 
Ih considerable Interest being mani- 
fested In the recount to he made on 
the mayoralty vote. The probable 
narrow defpat of Mayor Edwin O. 
Childs is of course the outstanding 
feature of Tuesday s election. Here- 
tofore the popular Mayor has turned 
hack all attempts to unseat him. In 
his defeat there are numerous an- 
gles of particular Interest. 

Last week we predicted that God- 
dard would defeat Mayor Childs by a 
small plurality. Our prediction was 
based upon several observations. 
First In importance was a noticeable 
trend away from Mayor Childs by 
many of his former consistent sup- 
porters. This trend, we believe, was 
due to the fact that there was a 
widespread feeling that the Mayor 
had served long enough. Having com- 
pleted twenty yenrs in office since 
1914 these voters felt that a change 
was desirnble. However, it was dif- 
ficult to measure the extent of the 
swing. As we saw the picture it ap- 
peared to he about twenty per cent 
of the Mayor’s previous vote. 

Second in importance was the num- 
ber of voters who turned out. The 
diligent efforts upon the part of the 
Mayor’s three opponents, together 
with the latter’s supporters, succeed- 
ed in getting out a little more than 
60 per cent of the registered vote. 
Had the vote been heavier it is prob- 
able that Mayor Childs would have 
been returned to office. The vote that 
Goddard. Waters and McCabe received 
was, in a sense, a selected vote and 
to some extent, represented the peak 
of their individual efforts. A heavier 
vote would have included consistent 
supporters of the present Mayor who 
take the point of view that Newton 
hasn’t been too badly off under his 
administration. The votes that were 
cast for the Mayor’s opponents were 
cast on the basis that Newton needed 
a change. 

The third important factor in the 
election was the presence of two 
well-known candidates in James A. 
Waters and Frank T. McCabe. In 
prior campaigns the two leading can- 
didates have settled the issue with 
other candidates receiving only a 
scattering of votes. On Tuesday we 
find that Waters and McCabe together 
totalled something more than three 
thousand first choice votes, in all prob- 
ability largely from Mayor Childs’ 
former supporters. Had the present 
mayor been able to retain these votes, 
as in previous yeafs he would have 
won handily, as we also noted in this 
column last week. 

In the contests for Aldermen and 
School Committee the defeat of Al- 
derman Kenneth Tiffin was the high- 
light. together with the large ma- 
jority Charles Raymond Cabot re- 
ceived over School Committeeman 
Harry Bryant, a candidate for re- 
election. 

Considerable interest was also man- 
ifested in the Ward 5 situation w’here 
the veteran Alderman John Temper- 
ley was again re-elected to the Board. 
Incidentally we were reminded that in 
our remarks upon this contest last 
week we omitted any reference to 
candidate John McGuinness. a fifth 
entry in the field. The omission was 
assuredly an oversight with no inten- 
tions of misleading the public nor of 
Ignoring any candidate.

Determined to win victory for 
Newton Community Chest Campaign 
within the next 11 days, more than 
2009 volunteer solicitors began their 
work today. Last night the gymna- 
sium of the Newton High School was 
packed with workers for the open- 
ing dinner of the campaign at which 
campaign leaders called for a united 
effort to win the $199,605.75 goal by

At the dinner last night. A. Leslie 
Harwood, Jr., president of the chest, 
declared that the Community Chest 
Campaign was an opportunity to prove 
our faith in the American way of life. 
‘‘The generous support of our privnte 
social agencies through voluntary con- 
tributions.” he said, ‘‘will help to keep 
Newton a city of which we may all be 
proud.” 

William V. M. Fawcett, campaign 
chairman, urged the solicitors to re- 
member what dollars given to the 
campaign meant in terms of service 
to people. Rev. Allen A. Stockdale. 
well-known clergyman and publicist, 
was the guest speaker of the eve- 
ning. He said in part : “The Com 
m unity Chest is the co-operative demo- 
cratic love of a free and intelligent 
nation, but neither Stalin nor Hitler 
i could be president of a community 
' chest drive.

The industry of 
the United States warns against tak- 
ing an emergency for the raising of 
prices out of proportion to the cost of 
production, or the mobilizing of votes 
upon an emotional storm.

Newton Methodists 
Want Hoover To 
Act as Mediator 

Pass Resolutions After Address 
by Howard Davis 

At a public meeting under the aus- 
pices of the Men’s Club of the Newton 
Centre Methodist Church, lust eve 
ning. Howard P. DovIb. current his- 
torian. lecturer, and foreign corre- 
spondent, who returned to America 
after the outbreak of the war against 
Poland, gave a most enlightening talk 
on the events leading up to the pres 
ent European crisis. The title of his 
subject was “Riddles of 1939.'' In 
tracing the course of events from 
cause to effect. Mr. Davis presented 
the facts behind the news against a 
background of European history that 
sustained the interest of a sizable 
audience. 

Referring to the attitude of the 
United States toward the European 
war. Mr. Davis named three reasons 
for advocating non-participation on 
the part of this country. “It is not 
enough for us to resist involvement 
merely on the ground of a desire to 
save our sons, however worthy aueh a 
motive might seem to be. We must 
kpep out of this war. first, because we 
will need clean hands when the war 
is over if we are going to he able to 
render a constructive contribution to 
reconstruction. Second. because 
there Is no democracy in the world 
today strong enough to expose itself 
to the ravaging reactions of a major 
war. Finally, there remains the stern 
necessity of protecting our own de- 
mocracy by a program of constructive 
and positive action. This will not be 
done by fighting on foreign soil.” 

Mr. Davis quoted Lord Lothian as 
having said in a recent speech in the 
United States. “It is inconceivable to 
me that the United States should not 
have its own contribution to make ro 
the solution of the greatest problem 
that has ever presented itself to the 
genius of man.” Commenting on that 
statement, Mr. Davis declared that the

In the most complicated election 
held in the history of Newton, Mayor 
Edwin O. Childs met w it deft 
a very close margin on Tuesday, but. 
the plurality obtained by Paul M. God- 
dard. according to the election returns 
as computed Wednesday morning, was 
only 90. after first, second and third 
choice votes had been counted, that 
Herman Wells, chairman of Childs’ 
Campaien Committee, in behalf of the 
Mayor, went to the City Clerk’s office 
and gave notice that the Mayor would 
demand a recount. Of the 36.095 reg- 
istered voters in Newton. 22,338 went 
to the polls on Tuesday, or slightly 
less than 62 percent. In the four- 
sided contest for Mayor, Paul M. 
Goddard received 9602 first-choice 
votes. Mayor Childs. 9309: James A. 
Waters. 21"5, and Frank T. McCabe, 
1038. Goddard not having a majority 
of the votes cast, second-choice votes 
were counted. He received 1324; 
Childs. 1501 ; McCabe. 1095. and Wa- 
ters. S40. Again Goddard did not have 
a majority, so third-choice votes had 
to be counted. Of these Goddard re- 
ceived 136: Childs. 162: McCabe. 204, 
and Waters. 273. 

During Wednesday the City Clerk's 
office in rechecking tally sheets which 
had been received from election 
clerks in various precincts discov- 
ered an error which raised Goddard’s 
lead from 90 to 140. Election clerks 
in precincts in Wards 2. 3 an<J 8 had 

Tuesday night, and these were dis- 
covered when the sheets were checked 
at the City Clerk’s office on Wednes- 
day. The election officers responsi- 
ble were notified to appear at the 
City Clerk’s office on Wednesday 
night to correct their erroneous re- 
turns. The ballots have been under 
constant guard at City Hall, and will 
be until the recount starts. The re- 
| count may be started tonight by the 
1 Registrars "f Voters. Representatives 
| of the Mayoralty candidates Vill be 
present. 

Although Goddard and some of his 
more ardent supporters believed that 
he would win by a small majority or 
plurality, political wiseacres of the 
city, including some favorable to God- 
dard. predicted that Childs would win 
by a considerably reduced majority, or 
a plurality, provided McCabe ami Wa- 
tets did not receive over 3000 first- 
choice votes. These two candidates 
i e< eived 3142 first-, holt e votes.* The 
Mayor received largely reduced ma- 
jorities in his home bailiwick, the two 
Nonantum precincts. 1 of Ward 1. 
and 3 of Ward 2. although he still 
carried them easily. He carried Wards 
1. 2 and 3 in the first-choice votes, 
while Goddard carried Wards 4. 5. 6 
and 7. the latter by only 7 votes. The 
well-organized efforts for Goddard in 
the South Side showed in the large 
majorities he obtained in Wards 5 
and 6. 

In the contests for Aldermen the 


! only upset was the victory of Eugene 
A. Cronin as Ward Alderman in Ward 
3 over Alderman Kenneth Tiffin, who 
was running for re-election. Cronin 
received 1554 votes and Tiffin. 1412. 

, John Temperley. a candidate for re- 
' election, after serving 12 years as 
I Alderman-at-Large from Ward 5. de- 
; feated Harold Piper who was endorsed 
; on a slate of anti-Childs candidates 
for the Board. Temperley has been 
' a consistent follower of Childs Al- 
derman Donald McKay, running for re- 
j election, and who had been a con- 
sistent critic of Mayor Childs, re- 
ceived 10.207. the highest vote of the 
Ward 5 candidates; Tepiperley. 7263: 
Piper. 6162. 

In Ward 2 John J. Maguire made a 
good run against Rodney Eaton, re- 
ceiving 13S9 votes. Eaton received 
1839. For Ward Alderman in Ward 
5. Clifford Walker, running for re- 
election. defeated his fellow Wabanite. 
Harold Cummings, about 2 to 1. Walk- 
er received 2314 votes and Cummings 
1225. In Wards 1, 4. 6 and 7 there were 
no contests for Ward Aldermen. In 
Ward 1 Alderman Fahey received 1416 
votes: in Ward 4 Alderman Bacon 
1549. in Ward 6 Alderman Hoffman 
2356 : in Ward 7 Alderman Lockwood 
1375. It is understood that Alderman 
Tiffin will ask for a recount in Ward 3. 

In the contests for School Commit- 
tee. Francis Frazier of Ward 1 and 
C. Raymond Cabot of Ward 2 led C. 
Frederick MacGill and Harry Bryant 
by larger majorities than had b^n 
expected. Bernard Farrell, ruuniug 
against Ralph Taber for the Ward 3 
post, polled a fair vote, and Clark 
Bristol of Ward 6 scored an easy vic- 
tory over his two opponents. He re- 
ceivpd 963S votes; Ray. 2678; Lund- 
strom. 1S33. Committee members of 
Wards 4. 5 and 7 were unopposed. 
Howard Knowlton of Ward 4 received 
12.562 votes: Mrs. Margaret Woods of 
Ward 5. 13.266; Joseph Wogan of 
Ward 7. 12.441 

It was the first time Childs has been 
defeated in the eleven times he has 
been a candidate since he first ran 
in 1913 His supporters contend that 
he would have been victorious but for 
the candidacies of Waters and Mc- 
Cabe. although this is considered 
problematical by some. The vote was 
slow in coming out. and even at noon- 
time on Tuesday it appeared that not 
over 50 percent of the voters would 
go to the polls. Because of the es- 
pecial interest in the contest for May- 
or. City Clerk Grant had instructed 
j election officers in the various pre- 
: i iticts to count first-choice votes for 
Mayor as soon as the polls closed, 
j and about 10 o'clock Tuesday night 
these results started to be telephoned 
to City Hall. The first several pre- 
cincts heard from showed a decided 
trend toward Goddard, and by 10:30.

A RECOUNT IS IN ORDER 

For the first time in the memory of many citizens of Newton 
a recount of the mayoralty vote on election day will be under- 
taken. The narrow margin by which Representative Paul 
M. Goddard defeated Mayor Childs together with the confusion 
which apparently resulted on the part of voters as well as 
tellers on a long ballot, further complicated by the preferential 
method of voting, makes such a recount a sensible and orderly 
procedure. When more than 22.000 votes are cast and the 
difference between the two leading candidates is but 140 votes 
any possible errors in the count should be rectified. It is even 
more desirable that this be done when one stops to consider 
that the early unofficial returns gave Goddard a plurality of 
nearly a thousand votes, which was finally reduced to a margin 
of but 293 on the official returns of first choice votes, and but 
90 on total first, second and third choices. Any doubt as to 
the voters' wishes should be cleared up. Meanwhile the sup- 
porters of both candidates will be anxiously awaiting the out- 
come, to say nothing of the nerve-wracking experience that 
the candidates themselves will be undergoing in the interim.

Powers' Paragraphs 


Unless the recount of the votes 
cast for Mayor of Newton will result 
in wiping out the plurality of 143 
which Paul M. Goddard now possesses, 
the long regime of Edwin O. Childs 
ns chief executive of this city will end 
on January 1. Mr. Childs has been 
Mayor of Newton for nenrly 20 years. 
Ho was regarded as unbeatable. In 
fact, the writer stated in this column 
after the election in December, 1937, 
that in his opinion, Mr. Childs would 
win again this year, if he were a 
candidate. There nre two reasons for 
the apparent defeat of Mr. Childs. 
One is — that he made several serious 
mistakes during the past two years 
which alienated ninny of his former 
supporters from him. The second 
reason is — the Intelligent campaign 
conducted by Mr. Goddard and his ad- 
visers. A third reason Is being ad- 
vanced by supporters of the Mayor, 
namely — the entrance into the fight 
of Mr. Waters and Alderman McCabe. 
But, the fact remains, that obviously 
Mr. Childs has lost much of his po- 
litical popularity. Even though he 
might win in the recount, which we 
doubt, his political star has waned. 
His real friends, and even his former 
political friends regret that he did 
not choose to retire as Mayor of New- 
ton before he experienced the sting of 
defeat, or near defeat. They also 
regret that lie did not take advantage 
of t lie opportunities offered him at 
various times to use his talents in 
other and broader fields of public en- 
deavor. He may do so yet. 

Inasmuch as Mr. Goddard’s election 
is still in doubt, it would not ho fit- 
ting at this time to discuss what ho 
may do in line with his promises to 
endeavor to give Newton a more effi- 
cient government. Mr. Goddard made 
no promises involving political pa- 
tronage. or other compromising pledg 
es, so if he assumes office he will do 
so without his hands being tied. 


A policeman Inis not the eusiest job 
in tlie world. Although the occupation 
has many advantages, such as per- 
manency of employment, good wages, 
freedom from hard labor, and a good 
pension, it also has its disadvantages. 
Policemen are supposed to enforc 
the law. If they do, they make en- 
emies. if they don’t, they are criti- 
cized. Some policemen make little 
pretence of performing their duty. 
They seldom or ever arrest anyone. 
Some policemen (comparatively few 


in number) take themselves too se- 
riously. To UHe a slang expression, 
they nre "too much cop.” There is 
a happy medium. 

We admire a policeman who Is con- 
scientious and reasonably zealous. We 
believe that when a policeman Is be- 
ing assaulted by someone and his life 
is endangered, or when he is attempt- 
ing to capture a murderer, bandit, or 
other felonious criminal, he is justified 
in resorting to tlie use of his revol- 
ver, if necessary. But, any policeman 
who has a tendency to reHort to the 
use of a firearm in an attempt to ar- 
rest, or obtain evidence against any- 
one who has committed only a misde- 
meanor, should be definitely curbed. 
At Newton Corner last Friday after- 
noon a Newton policeman, who came 
from his regular route at. Newton Cen- 
tre to nrrest a man alleged to be a 
“number pool" lottery operator, drew 
his revolver and fired two shots, when 
the man started to flee. The place 
where this shooting occurred is a 
business district. Even though the 
bullets were not fired at the person 
attempting to escape arrest, there 
have been many Instances of bullets 
ricochet! ing and killing or wounding 
some innocent person. It was not the 
first time that the policeman referred 
to used a revolver in pursuing some 
person engaged In the not very hein- 
ous crime of selling "number pool" 
lottery tickets. It should he the last. 

Only one week after Congress re- 
pealed the arms embargo, and passed 
legislation (asserted by the President) 
to assure the U. S. A. remaining strict- 
ly neutral, ships owned by citizens of 
this country have been changed from 
F. S. registry to that of Panama and 
other foreign nations. This action 
seems to warrant the predictions made 
by opponents of the embargo repeal, 
that the removal of the bars on ar- 
mament and munitions shipments, 
would be the first step toward in- 
volving tills country in the European

Rev. John Sheridan Gives 


History of Our Lady’ s Church 


Interesting Sermon On Activi- 
ties of 65 Years 

On All Souls' Day. November 1, 
Rev. John Sheridan, pastor of Our 
Lady, Help of Christians Church. 
Newton, gave a very interesting ser- 
mon in which he outlined t lie history 
of the church since its founding f»5 
years ago. The sermon was deliv- 
ered at a solemn high mass celebra- 
ted to commemorate the 65th anni- 
versary of the first mass celebrated 
in the then new church. Father Sher- 
idan’s sermon was as follows: 

“This is the autumn of colorful days 
and genial nights, when life awakens 
to calm mornings, grows glad at noon, 
and slumbers at night, the peace of 
the Saints. This is the season for 
golden jubilation when men and in- 
stitutions stop on some plateau to look 
back and contemplate the days that 
were. It is time for reflection on 
what has been — for thanks that God 
has been so kind — for hopes that suns 
will still bo bright, that Spring will 
come aguin, that Summer will spread 
brilliant petals, that Fall will re- 
turn in all Its burnished gilt and splen- 
dor. 

“It was in the month of May 1872, 
the month or Our Lady Help of Chris- 
tians, when the census was made 
to discover the spiritual needs of this 
district and the people who gathered 
together for Holy Mass first in the 
•homes of some of the parishioners 
and later In Cole’s Block at Newton 
Corner, and it was here on the Feast 
of All Saints 1874 that the pioneers 
of this district attended the first 
Holy Mass in the basement of the 
original church built upon this spot 
- -a small portion of which church is 
still enshrined in this magnificent 
Gothic temple dedicated to Our Lady. 

“The history of the Catholic Church 
in Newton dates back to a time just 
prior to the middle of the last cen- 
tury — previous to that time all the 
Catholics of Newton. Watertown, and 
all the towns to the west and north, 
even including Woburn, were served 
from St. Mary’s Church. Waltham. 

“In the year 1846 the Reverend 
Patrick Strain, puRtor nt Waltham 
visited Newton Upper Falls and as- 
sembled the few Catholics of that day 
at the home of Mr. John Cahill where 
a small room was Newton's first Catho- 
lic chapel: and here, before a hand- 
ful of worshippers, the Holy Sacrifice 
of the Mass was offered for the first 
time in this city. 

“Father Strain and his successor 
at Waltham, the Rev Patrick Flood 
continued to visit the Upper Falls, al- 
ways holding services In tho same 
house. In ISIS this same Rev. Patrick 
Flood established St. Patrick’s Church 
ill Wutertown. and went there to live. 
From that time onward Father Patrick 
Flood, his successor. Father Bernard 
Flood, and again his successor ut 
Watertown, Reverend John McCar- 
thy came Intermittently to the Up- 
per Falls for services. (This was the 
lima of God who baptized me.) In 
I860 regular Sunday services were 


begun. Mass being said in Flint Hall. 
In 1867, Father John McCarthy built 
in the Upper Falls the first Catholic 
Church in Newton. In 1870, it be- 
came an independent parish with the 
Reverend M. X. Carroll as its first 
pastor. 

“About this tiim the section known 
as West Newton was again placed un- 
der the jurisdiction of St. Mary’s. 
Waltham, and so remained until it be- 
came a parish— -the second parish in 
Newton. 

"Sei vices were first held there in a 
tent — then in the Old City Hall, until 
Father Bernard Flood, who was then 
pastor at Watertown, bought the land 
and built the church, named in hon- 
or of his patron. St. Bernard — and 
this was the second church in New- 
ton. In 1876 it was set apart as an 
independent parish with the Rev. M. 
T. McManus as pastor. Father Mc- 
Manus died some years ago while he 
was pastor of St. Mary’s Church in 
Brookline. 

"AH the rest of Newton— -including 
Newton Corner, Nonantum. and New- 
tonville — still remained a part of old 
St. Patrick’s Parish in Watertown. 

"In the spring of the year 1872. a 
census was made in the district to as- 
certain the need of a Catholic Church 
and the will of the people to support 
it. I remember that time well — and 
remember the fact that one of my 
mother's sisters, who then lived in the 
family home, on a little farm on the 
low laud between California and Wa 
tertown sts. — ut the end of Lyons’ 
Court, was one of those who helped 
make the census of the district, then 
known as the ‘Lake.’ 

“The homes of the Catholic people 
in that day were not the homes of 
great wealth and grandeur, nor yet 
the homes of the destitute and the 
negligent. The men and women who 
lived here were every-day folks who 
made life better because they lived 
it. 

"In those stuid homes that are still 
to be found all around here were good 
men and believing, who sent up their 
nightly prayers to God — for a church 

nearer to them and to their chil- 
dren, that they might learn to love 
Him more dearly uud serve Him more 
faithfully. Those were the days when 
each evening, the whole family would 
be gathered together to say tin* Ro- 
sary to her who wus their queen, — 
when her statue held the place of hon- 
or in each home and before it glowed 
a lamp of burning oil. Crude, if you 
will, but with the touch of awe all 
about It that makes the humblest 
grout, and the poorest, winsome. 
Those were the days when we still 
had parlors, when the tempo of life 
was calm, when people lived at home, 
and not on tin* highways or in tin* tem- 
ples of amusement. 

“In the fall of 1872 Father Green 
secured the luml at tin* corner of 
Washington and Adams sts. and began 
at once the erection of the church, 
the cornerstone of which was laid 
August 21. 1872. The basement of 
tin* church was completed in a little 


over a year and on the first of No- 
vember. 1871, just 65 years ago to- 
day, the Holy Sacrifice of the Mass 
was offered on this spot for the first 
time. 

“The people, who in that distant 
day, essayed to build a church were 
the pioneers were those you knew or 
those whose memory you revere. 

“Father Green (the first priest I 
ever knew) was a man with the 
heart of a missionary and the faith 
of a true son of Jesus Christ. His 
Irish mother has given him the soul 
for sacrifice, the appraisal of the 
priesthood as the very acme of all 
that God might ever wish for man. 
She had taught him that carelessness 
for self that had sent him across the 
Atlantic to work in the growing fields 
and vineyards of the Lord in the 
Diocese of Boston. It is not hard to 
visualize those days —an eager flock, 
an anxious shepherd, restless work, 
fevered hours, activity, and enthusi- 
asm. 

“Out of the fields that were this 
place, with the open brook— flowing 
across the church yard in front of 
the church, from the corner of Len- 
glen rd. and Washington st. and under 
Adams st.. the church began to grow. 

“Across the lanes and above the 
homes of the people there fell the 
shadow of a crucifix and in this church 
there beat the Heart that throbbed 
first in Judea and then down the 
centuries and all around the parallels 
of the earth. Here was a new hostel 
of Jesus Christ. 

“It was not until four years later 
in August 1878 that the Parish of Our 
Lady Help of Christians was set 
apart and Father Green became its 
first pastor. He made his home in 
the house now owned by Dr. Ainen- 
dola which sets upon the knoll on Ad- 
mits st.. directly opposite the church. 

"The pastorate of Father Green last- 
ed for seven years during which time 
he completed the superstructure of 
the church, and then passed to his 
heavenly reward in 1885. 

“Now came the man whose name 
and memory clings to this parish like 
a purple mist of surpassing beauty — 
not young seasoned in the ministry 

and tried by adversity, after four- 
teen years as pastor in the Upper 
Falls and Needham District, Father 
Michael Dolan brought to his work 
that Celtic geniulity that grows out 
of the verdant sod of the Island of 
Destiny, Innisfail. lie brought a 
kindness and yet a firmness that only 
experience can give. He brought a 
personality so unique that it entered 
into each crevice of this parish and 
shall remain until the buildings 
which he erected, have fallen to de- 
cay and the streets about Our Lady's 
shrine, shall be deserted and as si- 
lent as death. He saw the parish 
mature, felt its growth in number, 
in strength, in that nameless quality 
of soul that only spiritual entities 
know. He knew what In* wanted 
when In* wanted it. lit* was a man 
of small stature but of big ideas 
which In* succeeded in bringing to ful- 
fillment. 

“On coming to the parish, he gave 
his attention first to the building of 
tin* present Rectory This done, tin* 
debt on tin* church was cancelled 
and three marble altars placed in the 
busement. F.ach year of his incum- 
bency, witnessed some marked im- 
provement in tin* church property. j 


"Realizing that the Church, to 
reach the highest standard of efficien- 
cy must have the support of a con- 
gregation educated in a Catholic 
school where the whole man is 
trained — body, m<nd and soul, he 
undertook his greatest work, the es- 
tablishment of the Parish School, and 
the construction of the buildings nec- 
essary for Its successful operations — 
so the grade school and convent were 
built as well as a smaller building as 
a central heating plant. The upper 
story of this heating plant which is 
now an annex to the convent, provid- 
ing extra sleeping quarters for the 
sisters — was in those days the first 
j high school of Our Lady's Parish. 

"Tin* curriculum of the school even 
' in those days was complete from 
kindergarten to high school, iuclud- 
| ing classical and business training, 
i "A little later Father Dolan pur- ( 
chased 100,000 ft. of land to the west I 
of the rectory making the property a 
complete city block — with a frontage 
of 540 ft. on Washington st. and a 
depth of 750 ft. on Adams st. and 
Lenglen rd. 

"In 1904 he began the re-construc- 
tion of the church. Some hidden de- 
fects in the original structure made it 
necessary to build transepts that 
would serve as a support for the main 
walls. This work involved great sac- 
rifices on tin* part of the people of 
the parish and the outlay of much 
money, but the result more than jus- 
tified the expenditure. The trail- | 
septs and the buttresses gave the 
necessary strength to tin* building 
and added much to the beauty of tile 
church. A facade in the form of three 
porches was constructed at the same 
time and the whole church was beau- 
tifully decorated. 

“The building, interiorly and ex- 
teriorly. is one of the finest types of 
pure Gothic in the diocese, and now 
that the old brook which ran through 
the land in front of the church has 
been covered over, the expansive 
lawns and trees make the property 
the pride of every parishioner and 
invite the wonder and favorable com- 
ments of every passer by. 

"So lie grew old as few priests 
in this diocese or any other are priv- 
ileged to do— saw in the winter of 
his age, the children of his youth 
wax mighty saw homes arise and 
families born— saw children become 
men and men die. With halting 
step, lie paced this church, said Mass 
until lie could no longer lift his arms 
to hold his God and then was folded 
with the other patriarchs in the 
bosom of Abraham, lie found the 
Church of Our Lady Help of Chris- 
tians a struggling institution. He 
left it a very Titian, a peer where all 
were noble, a dynamo where all were 
potent. His life was such a one as 
might be written as a pattern to every 
priest who should be called to shep- 
herd souls in this eurthly paradise. 

"The next pastor appointed to this 
parish in July 1915 wus the Rev. Law 
W. Slut lory who had already 
served as pastor in Groveland and 
Fast Cambridge, in both of which 
places In* built cliuri lies. Before com- 
ing to Newton he had been pastor in 
St Joseph's church in the old West 
Fnd of Boston Father Slattery was 
gifted with an exceptional personality, 
saintly, priestly of brilliant Intellect, 
yet simple and childlike He had a . 
charm of munnci that quickly won the]

to report, Goddard had a lead on ten- 
tative returns of and Ills election 
seemed assured. The figures sent In 
from one Ward 3 precinct, however, 
totalled considerably less than the 
known vote there, and this caused un- 
certainty. It was between 1 and 5 
Wednesday morning before official re- 
turns from all precincts were re 
eetved. The fact that the entire city 
government was being elected, and 
that nine contests’ second and third- 
choice votes had to he counted, 
slowed up the returns. The referen- 
dum relative to voters having a voice 
on bond issues was carried by nearly 
4 to t. 

Candidate Goddard had informed 
his workers that he would hold “open 
house" at his home, “win or lose," and 
invited them to come there. Many ac- 
cepted his invitation, and as the re- 
turns indicated his election, naturally 
there was elation among t lie God- 
dardites. When it appeared that Mr. 
Goddard had been elected, he issued, 
on request of newspaper men, the 
following statement: 

“I want to thank all the people of 
Newton for the wholehearted support | 
they gave me during my campaign 
for mayor. The fine spirit of co-op- 1 
eration was responsible for the result, 
and I sincerely hope that I may have 
that same cooperation and assistance 
from the people of tills city in dis- 
charging the duties of my office.” 

The last Mayor to be elected, who 
was a resident of the South Side of 
Newton, was Edgar Warren of New- 
ton Highlands, who served in 1906 and 
1907. He was followed by George 
Hutchinson of West Newton, who 
served in 1908*1909. and Charles Hat- 
field of West Newton, who served 
1910-1913. Inclusive. Mayor Childs of 
Nonantum served from 1914 through 
1929, inclusive, and Sinclair Weeks of 
West Newton as Mayor. 1930 through 
1935, inclusive. Childs was again 
elected and had been Mayor for the 
past four years.

Among the steamship lines with 
services and schedules uninterrupted 
by war conditions is the Grace Lino 
which operates weekly 18-day cruises 
to the Caribbean and also weekly 
service through the Panama Canal 
to the west coast republics of South 
America. The company reports that 
both freight and passenger traffic — 
northbound and southbound — is show- 
ing a marked increase this month 
over the same period of any previous 
year and advance bookings indicate 
a continuance of heavy traffic. This 
applies both to the company’s weekly 
cruises to Curacao, Venezuela. Co- 
lombia. Panama and Haiti and to Its 
weekly service to Pannma, Colombia, 
Ecuador, Peru and Chile. 

These southern cruises have become 
increasingly popular as Interest has 
centered on the Latin American re- 
publics, and just now of course are 
particularly attractive. The routes 
lead over neutral waters right here 
in our own half of the world. The 
countries are connected by phone, 
cable, and airlines, as well as by 
sea routes with the United States. 
They are not too far away from 
home: and yet they offer all the var- 
ied attractions of the longer-known 
travel fields across the sea. 

“Santa" ships — as members of the 
American Merchant Marine — likewise 
are neutral, and they make the fact 
very obvious. Large American flags 
are spread on boat deck and sides of 
hull, the names of the ships have 
been painted in larger letters than 
formerly— with powerful lights to il- 
luminatn them at night.

Balloons Aid in Checking 
On Center of Hurricane 

A tiny instrument, weighing about 
the and one*quarter ounces and sus- 
pended beneath a small balloon, is 
science’s latest device for finding 
the whys and wherefores of South 
Atlantic and Gulf coast hurricanes. 
According to W. R. Gregg, chief of 
the United Statics weather bureau 
conducting tests of the equipment, 
the data obtained will add immeas- 
urably to what is already known 
about hurricanes. The instruments 
are sent out from three stations — 
located near Montgomery, Ala.; 
Jackson, Miss.; and Augusta. Ga. 
— operated by the Massachusetts in- 
stitute of technology, co-operating 
With the government in this study. 

Signals for release of the instru- 
ment-carrying balloons are given by 
the weather bureau’s eastern dis- 
trict forecaster at Washington, D. 
C., who also sets their schedules, 
says Scientific American. From his 
daily charts of weather conditions 
all over the* world, the forecaster 
follows every tropical disturbance 
from the time it appears far out on 
southern seas, until it has blown a 
path across the land or has veered 
to spend its fury over the water. 

The instrument consists essential- 
ly of three recording elements, three 
small penpoints, and a piece of 
smoked glass about the size of a 
postage stamp. Fitted into a small 
aluminum or doped fabric gondola, 
it is carried on a hydrogen-inflated 
balloon to a height 10 to 20 miles 
above the earth at a rate of climb 
of 650 to 800 feet per minute. 

Five pieces of red cloth are at- 
tached to the bamboo framework to 
attract attention of passersby to the 
fallen instrument. A tag offering a 
reward for return of the device to 
the United States weather bureau 
station at Boston is also attached. 
There the glass plate will be ex- 
amined and read under a micro- 
scope and tabulations from the re- 
cordings will tell an interesting 
story of what goes on in the heart 
of a hurricane.

Old Steamship Ticket 

Tells of Life at Sea 

Among the most interesting ob- 
jects to be seen at the Maritime 
museum of Gothenburg, Sweden, is 
a steamship ticket issued in 1858, 
giving a menu which is quite star- 
tling when contrasted with meals on 
luxury liners today. The regulations 
printed on it are: 

“Each passenger will be furnished 
the following rations weekly: Seven 
pounds of ship’s bread, two pounds 
of salt pork, two and one-fourth 
pounds of flour, one pound of salt 
herring and a daily ration of one 
can of water for drinking and wash- 
ing purposes. These rations are 
furnished from the ship’s stores, but 
each passenger must furnish his 
own butter, sugar, mustard, sirup, 
pepper and vinegar. Each passen- 
ger is resp< nsible for bringing his 
own bed clothing and tin dishes for 
eating, drinking and washing pur- 
poses. The ship’s master has the 
right to withhold water rations until 
the promenade deck has been swept 
and cleaned each day by the pas- 
sengers.” 

Many other items of interest to 
ocean-going travelers are exhibited 
at the Gothenburg museum.

bloody "Blitz Krieg." You read that 
Hitler and the other “big shots" had 
departed shortly before the explo- 
sion occurred. They were not vic- 
tims. Such a method lias been used 
before by nations other than Ger- 
many. 

Tlie new Lincoln-Eliot School on 
Pearl st., between Jackson rd. and 
Gardner st., opened as Newton’s new- 
est educational institution on Monday 
morning of this week. It is a credit 
to the city and the PWA which helped 
pay for its erection. The children at- 
tending tills school, many of them 
former pupils at the Lincoln, Eliot, 
Stearns and Underwood schools, are 
quite enthusiastic over their new ed- 
ucational quarters.

Battles to the death between Si- 
amese fighting fish offer a new craze 
in London society. The gaudy three- 
inch tropical enemies meet in a tank 
and bets are decided or. points or a 
“knockout.” At one party attended 
by 30 persons $2,500 was at stake on 
one contest. The fish are being im- 
ported in hundreds by tropical fish 
dealers. The fighters are kept in 
tanks separated by glass partitions 
and betters study form as in horse 
races. The partition is removed and 
a powerful light thrown on them to 
increase their vitality. The combat- 
ants dart to deliver vicious bites, 
the fins and gorgeous tails soon be- 
coming bedraggled by repeated as- 
saults. Fights sometimes last two

Holland Well-Housed 

Francis O. Wilcox, in Current His- 
tory, says; “One of the brightest 
feathers in the Dutch cap is the 
fact that perhaps no other people in 
the world are housed quite so well 
as the people of Holland.” From 
the humblest farmhouse to the 
apartment houses of the larger mu- 
nicipalities there is an air of neat- 
ness and permanence about Dutch 
homes that is refreshing. One can 
search in vain for slums compar- 
able to those found in the United 
States. Furthermore, there are 
plenty of homes to go around, for, 
as the chief inspector of state hous- 
ing assured me, “Practically ev- 
ery working class family can have, 
as a rule, four rooms and a kitchen 
in which to live.” 


India Motor Militia 

In India private passenger cars 
may he converted into fighting units 
on almost a moment’s notice, ac- 
cording to information received 
from that country. Members of the 
Auxiliary force of India, an organ- 
ization similar to the national 
guard in America, are called upon 
for service in times of riot or seri- 
ous civil commotion. Upon such oc- 
casion* members put their private 
cars at the disposition of the or 
gunization. Each car carries four 
men, two armed with rifles. The 
driver has a service revolver, and 
the fourth occupant mans a machine 


A new edition of the Newton direc- 
tory is ont. designated as the "1940' 
edition, although it is obvious that 
much of the content copy was ob- 
tained some months ugo. The first 
systematized directory of Newton was 
published in 1868 by Charles C. Drew. 
A second volume was published by 
Mr. Drew in 1871 and in that year a 
Newton directory was also published 
by Samuel Chism. The third volume 
ot' the Newton directory was published 
in 1873 by Drew, Allis & Company of 
Worcester. This company published 
volumes each succeeding two years 
to 1917. In addition a directory was 
published in 1884 by Henry and Flunk 
Burt, then owners of The Newton 
Graphic. 

In 1919 the 26th volume of the New- 
ton directory was published by Samp- 
son & Murdock Company of Boston, 
and each two years since then tills 
company published a new volume of 
the directory, including the 193S edi- 
tion. The new volume of the Newton 
directory is published by R. L. Polk 
& Company, who give the informa- 
tion that they publish more than 750 
city, county, State and nutionnl direc- 
tories. Obviously they know much 
ubout publishing directories. Not- 
withstanding, we don't enthuse over 
tin* new directory. It differs radical- 
ly in some respects from the man*' 
volumes published by Sampson At 
Murdock. For instance — the 1938 vol- 
ume published by Sampson & Murdock 
hud a comparatively small number of 
advertisements on the pages contain 
ing the alphabetical list of names of 
residents. These advertisements were 
slightly over a half Inch in deptli and 
there was only one on each two-page 
spread. In the new volume of the di- 
rectory on every page of the alphabet! 
cal list section there is an advertise 
ment about an inch in depth, both at 
tin* top and bottom of each page, and 
in addition many pages contain a sin- 
gle column 1 1-2-inch advertisement. 
Tills is a good tiling for the pub- 
lishers from a revenue producing j 
standpoint. Hut, it is a disadvantage 
to subscribers of the directory. In 
former editions there were, on an av- 
erage, over 100 names and addresses 
of residents listed on each page in the 
alphabetical list section, in the 1940 
volume the average is about 80 names 
on each page, with a further reduction 
of nine names and addresses on the 
pages containing the single column 
l I -2-inch advertisements. The 1938 
edition (published by Sampson & Mur- 
dock) contained on some pages this 
query — "How many leaves did you 
turn to find u name on this page? 
Your advertisement at frequent open- 
ings will be seen every time the book 
is used." The new publishers appar- 
ently sold plenty of advertising on thlB 
basis, but it means that persons using 
the directory to any degree will have 
to turn many more leaves. However, 
residents and business men of New- 
ton must thank U><‘ U. L. I’olk Com- 
pany for tin- publishing of a Newton 
directory. It is a big and expensive 
project, and not a very profitable one, 
and naturally any company under- 
taking it needs whatever revenue it 
cuu obtain.

2400 Workers Active 


In First Five Days Volunteers Collect $96,946, 
or 48 Percent of Sum Wanted 


Witli an army of volunteer solici- 
tors, 2400 strong, vigorously at work 
the Community Chest Campaign re- 
ported contributions of $90,946.00 or 
48.6 per cent of the $19,905.75 goal 
on Wednesday morning. The cam- 
paign will continue through Novem- 
ber 21. 

While the progress made thus far 
is encouraging. Chest officials point 
out that success can he Achieved only 
through generous contributions by 
thousands of citizens. 

In his message to Campaign Work- 
ers, Chairman Wm. V. M. Fawcett 
summed up the spirit behind the 
Campulgn. He said in part: 

“The funds we are to obtain are 
for families — the families of our 
friends and neighbors — families 
whose hopes are dim, whose laughter 
has been forgotten. 

“With tlie Good Neighbor pass- 
word on our lips, we shall visit ev- 
ery home in Newton.

Apartments Must 
Have Facilities for 
Garaging, Parking 

An important amendment to the city 
ordinances was passed by the Board 
of Aldermen on Monday night. It 
provides that in the future no apart- 
ment house can be built in this city 
unless adequate provision is made for 
gnraging or parking of automobiles 
owned by tenants or occupants of 
feuch a building. Alderman Rawson, 
chairman of the Claims and Rules 
Committee, in explaining the new re- 
striction, stated that ex-Alderman Ed- 
ward H. Powers had suggested the 
need of such an addition to the ordi 
nances after calling attention to the 
fact that several apartment houses 
had been erected in the city the past 
couple of years without any provisions 
having been made for garaging or off 
street parking of automobiles. 

Alderman Rawson stated that the 
new ordinance specifies that no new 
apartment house may be erected, or 
any existing apartment building ex- 
tended or enlarged unless provision 
is made for garaging or parking facili- 
ties of on* 1 automobile for each apart- 
ment; and in the case of apartment 
hotels, for one automobile for each 
person or group of persons residing 
Independently in such apartment ho- 
tel. He said that tenants in apart 
meat houses have been using streets 
as garages, and for all-night parking 
of their automobiles. He told the 
Hoard that there had been no objec- 
tions to til.- proposed ordinance and 
it had received the approval of the 
Newton Planning Board, and Secretary 
Thompson of the Chamber of Com- 
merce. 

Alderman Temperley said he was 
heartily in favor of the ordinance, but

Grant Permit For 
Non-Stop Bus Line 


On recommendation of the Licenses 
Committee, the Board of Aldermen 
on Monday night voted to grant a 
permit to Peter Picknelly, owner of 
tlie Peter Pan Bus Line, to operate 
busses through Newton en route be- 
tween Springfield and Boston and re- 
turn. Picknelly appeared before the 
Aldermen a few months ago at a 
hearing on his petition for a fran- 
chise to operate his busses through 
Newton. He explained that he had 
operated a bus line for several years 
between Springfield and Boston via 
Stafford Springs, Connecticut, on an 
interstate license, but desired to use 
a more direct route, all in this State, 
which would shorten the Journey by 
8 miles. To do this, he must obtain 
licenses from ull cities and towns be- 
tween Springfield and Boston. He sta- 
ted that he did not desire to pick 
up or discharge passengers in this 
city, and that his buses did not stop 
in Worcester, or take passengers be- 
tween Boston and that city. 

At that hearing, an attorney for 
the Boston & Worcester Street Rail- 
way Company appeared to oppose 
Picknelly’s petition. The Boston & 
Worcester Company ceased operating 
a street railway several years ago, 
and has since operated buses be- 
tween Boston and Worcester, and also 
intermediate lines.

Mayor Does Not Resubmit 
Wilson As Recreation Head 


Again Names R. W. Brown As 
Acting Director 


The muddled situation which has ex- 
isted in the Recreation (erstwhile 
Playground) Department of Newton 
since last January, became more mud- 
dled on Monday when Mayor Childs 
declined to resubmit to the Board of 
Aldermen the name of F. Ewing Wil- 
son as Director of Recreation, and 
instead again named Reginald W. 
Brown of Newtonville as Acting Di- 
rector. The Mayor also recommended 
that $675 he appropriated to pay Mr. 
Brown’s salary until the end if this 
year, and City Solicitor Bartlett In- 
formed the Aldermen that the Mayor 
was within his rights in recommend- 
ing this appropriation, so the Board 
voted to appropriate the money. 

Early in January a sub-committee 
of tlie Playground Commission which 
included Lyscom Bruce and Mrs. 
Therese Marshall, prepared a report 
on program and personnel. This re- 
port becamo public a day or two be- 
fore tlie January meeting of tlie Play- 
ground Commission was to have been 
held. It revealed that Ernst Her- 
nia nil. who had been superintendent 
of Newton Plnygrounds for nearly a 
quarter century, would reach tlie age 
of 70 in March, and so would have 
to retire as lie was not the execu- 
tive head of the department. The 
report was not presented at the Jan- 
uary meeting of thef Playground Com- 
mission because Ralph Henry, then 
chairman of the commission, postponed 
tlie meeting. The February meeting 
was likewise postponed.

On January 16 Mayor Childs recom- 
mended that a study he made to bring 
about changes in the ordinance relat- 
ing to the Playground Department 
so that it would he changed to the 
Recreation Department and the execu- 
tive authority vested in a Director 
of Recreation, instead of the Com- 
missioners.

The 
impression prevailed in the city that 
the purpose of the change was to 
exempt tlie head of the department 
from civil service requirements, and 
many believed that ibe 'fayor would 
appoint Mi. Hernia.'. •»> 11 new of- 
fice, us the- age limit did not enter. 
Lyscom Bruce’s term as a Playground 
Commissioner expired last March and 
the Mayor did not renppoint him. In- 
stead. he appointed Irving Paul of 
Newton Centre. On June 5 the Board 
of Aldermen, on recommendation of 
the Claims & Rules Committee, revised 
the ordinance as suggested by Mayor 
Childs. On June 13 the Mayor ap- 
pointed F. Ewing Wilson who bad been 
head of the department of Boys Physi- 
cal Education at Newton High School 
as acting Director of Recreation. 
About that lime Ralph Henry, chair- 
man of tlie Playground Commission 
resigned and Mrs. Therese Marshall 
has since been acting chairman of 
the Recreation Commission, composed 
of members of the former Playground 
Commission. 

Mr. Wilson served efficiently ns Act- 
ing Director during the summer 
months and received tlie acclaim of 
most of the Playground Department 
staff. But the Mayor did not appoint 
him director Instead, on August 21 
lie appointed Reginald W. Brown of 
Newtonville. a life-long Newton resi- 
dent. a former Newton High nnd Har- 
vard star athlete nnd football coach, 
as director. When Mr. Brown’s name 
came befove tlie Board of Aldermen, 
objection was raised that the Mayor 
had not conferred with members of 
the Recreation Commission regarding 
the appointment, as lie allegedly had 
agreed to do. At the meeting on 
September 11 tlie Aldermen refused 
to confirm Mr. Brown’s appointment. 
On September 15 the Mayor named 
Mr. Brown as Acting Director of 
Recreation for a period of two months. 
On October 9 tiio Mayor appointed 
F Ewing Wilson as Director of Recrea- 
tion. his service to start on October

When the registrars started re-

Returns from 
this precinct had been erratic on 
election night, did not conform with 
the total number of votes cast there, 
and the large gathering at the re- 
count awaited with keen interest the 
check-up of the votes in that pre- 
cinct. Until that precinct had been 
reached there was little change in 
the result announced after the elec- 
tion and which gave Goddard a plu- 
rality of 90 over Childs. But, when 
the votes of Precinct 2 of Ward 3 
were recounted late Friday night they 
showed a gain of 109 for Goddard and 
a loss of 102 for Childs. George Cash- 
| man. one of Childs’ representatives, 
questioned the accuracy of the pre- 
I cinct recount and demanded that an- 
other recount of the votes there be 
made. Attorney Bushnell at first ob- 
jected. but when recounting was re- 
sumed at 9:30 Saturday morning, the 
second recount of Precinct 2 votes 
was held and the correctness of the 
recount of the previous night was 
verified. 

Saturday morning other consider- 
able errors were found. Goddard 
gained 42 in Precinct 1 of Ward 5 
and Childs lost 44 in that Precinct; 
Goddard gained 12 in Precinct 2 of 
Ward 5. and Childs lost 41 : Goddard 
gained 54 in Precinct 1 of Ward 6.

A com- 
mittee consisting of ex-Goveruor 
Clafiin. Mayor Kimball. Alderman 
Henry E. Cobh, Isaac T. Burr, L. F. 
Pratt and Robert Bishop met Mr. 
Blaine at Natick. On the arrival of 
the special train, Mr. Blaine, who up 
pea red extremely fatigued, was es- 
corted by Mayor Kimball to the plat- 
form amid cheering and the firing of 
cannon. 

The platform was crowded and had 
been lmilt with more haste than judg- 
ment. and as Mr. Blaine was about to 
speak, one of the supports gave way 
with a crash and the platform settled 
to the ground, throwing Mr. Blaine 
headlong. He was quickly picked up 
unhurt, and springing upon a de- 
tached piece of the framework lie 
said — "My friends, there is always 
enough left oil a Republican platform 
to stand on.” This remark caused .*• 
storm of cheers and laughter. Mr 
Blaine continued “I regret that I 
have not enough voice left to reach 
this crowd, hut I believe I have lost 
my voice iu a good cause: und a cause 
that will he victorious tomorrow. I 
know nothing that will restore my 
voice so quickly as a good Republican 
victory in Massachusetts.” Mr. Blaim 
then returned to the train, which left 
at one** for Boston.

In the death of Mary E. I*. Sloan 
tm November 13, Newton lost one of 
Its most loyal citizens. Miss Sloan 
was horn in Newton 77 yenrs ago, al- 
ways took a keen interest in its af- 
fairs, and few persons in this city 
know more concerning Newton in the 
past and present than did she until 
her final illness, which started only 
two weeks before her death. Mary 
Sloan was very frank. In fact, at 
times she was. In the opinion of some, 
brusque. But, her candor was actu- 
ated usually by her ardor In condemn- 
ing what she believed to bo injustice, 
or insincerity, and under a stern ex- 
terior she possessed a kindly and loyal 
heart, and performed many acts of 
charity. So many knew her, enjoyed 
conversing with her, and were friend- 
ly with her, that her passing will 
leave a gap in the life of the New- 
ton Corner district. 


Our old friend. Edward J. Mealy, 
departed from Newton on Monday on 
his annual migration toward the South 
for the winter months.

The much publicized “snow cruiser” 
of the Byrd Antarctic Expedition, has 
been serving the past few* weeks ns 
a wonderful advertisement for the lat- 
est venture of the retired Admiral. It 
is the belief of many. Including men 
experienced I 11 Arctic travel, that the 
unwieldy contraption is quite imprac- 
tical. They state, and with seeming 
reason, that If the huge vehicle could 1 
not negotiate tho trip over the best 
of highways between Illinois and Bos- 
ton without getting into numerous dif- 
ficulties, It will prove a failure when 
efforts will he made to operate it in 
the Antarctic wastes. 


During the past week an appeal 
lias been issued by Governor Salton- 
stall to supplement an appeal issued 
by Registrar of Motor Vehicles Good- 
win urging drivers of motor vehi- 
cles to refrain from speeding and to 
display more consideration for the 
lives and safety of the public.' These 
appeals have been caused by the fact 


that during the past month or two 
there has been an appalling increase 
In the number of deaths and injuries 
caused by automobiles In Massachu- 
setts, and because of tho fact that 
the number of pedestrians killed by 
"hit and run" drivers is rapidly in- 
creasing. 

The Governor repeated a request 
made some months ago by Registrar 
Goodwin, a request, which in the 
opinion of tills writer is responsible 
to a large degree for the increase in 
automobile fatalities and accidents In 
Massachusetts. The Registrar at that 
time urged drivers of motor vehicles 
not to drive at a speed of over 50 
miles at any time, or more than 45 
miles at night or in wet. weather. It 
is our belief that the latter B*peciflca- 
tion Is ridiculous. We said this be- 
fore, when Mr. Goodwin had thou- 
sands of stickers printed and distrib- 
uted for attachment to the rear win- 
dows of automobiles. Anyone who 
drives an automobile much at night, 
or on wet streets, knows that 45 miles 
an hour is too fast except on some 
superhighway such as the Worcester 
turnpike, and dangerous at any time 
on w’et highways. Previous to specify- 
ing these alleged “safe" speeds, Mr. 
Goodwin had designated 40 and then 
45 miles an hour as the maximum 
speed at any time on a State high- 
way, and Judges in district courts 
have been regularly finding motorists 
who drive over 40 miles an hour guil- 
ty of speeding. And then Mr. Good- 
win approves of a 5o mile limit, and 
45 miles under dangerous conditions. 

We would suggest (ns we have 
j done before to Mr. Goodwin) to tho 
Governor that lie emulate Rhodo Is- 
land. That State has its principal 
highways posted at frequent inter- 
vals with signs designating speeds in 
thickly settled, moderutely settled and 
thinly settled sections. These spoeds 
range from 20 to 45 miles an hour, 
and the latter speed Is tho maximum. 
Moreover, the State Highways in 
Rhode Island are well patrolled by 
State policemen, which cannot be 
said of the State Highways in Mass- 
achusetts; speeders are apprehended, 
“fixing" is not prevalent, and the 
Speed restrictions are obeyed.

Making-off With Cats 

Cut admirers will he especially in- 
terested in this while those who won- 
der at the freakish conduct of their 
fellow beings may add it to the list 
of psychological studies.

The animal, in its 
prime ami a genuine pet in desirable 
surroundings, is carried off, goodness 
knows where. Several store people 
informed me of their loss of cats 
under such circumstances. One of 
tin* largest and busiest drug stores 
In Newton has had a number stolen, 
one after the other. They can’t under- 
stand it and are helpless. They can- 
not keep their eyes on the poor 
heust all the time. It isn’t in any j 
sense a joke hut provokes Indigna- 
tion. if not anger, in those of us 
who believe in a square deal. If a 
cat is worth having it is worth the 
trouble of rearing from a kitten. If 
it Is taken out of pure deviltry then 
it becomes an act of out-and-out cru- 
elty. 1 wonder if the societies or- 
ganized for the protection of animals 
can tell how such things can he 
stopped? 

Perplexing Penalty 

It is difficult for me to arouse in 
myself sympathy for violators of au- 
tomobile laws, but I confess that the 
detailed administration of these im- 
portant regulations sometimes puz- 
zles me. A man of my acquaintance, 
and, believe it or not, a reputable 
citizen, was overhauled on an up- 
country highway for speeding. The 
Suite Policeman alleged the machine 
was moving at more than sixty miles 
an hour. The driver maintained that 
it was not, but under fifty. However, 
tin* next thing tin* driver knew he re- 
ceived suspension of his license for 
a week. Of course the Registry of 
Motor Vehicles had heard only the 
policeman’s side. The man made no 
fuss, believing that it was better to 
maintain silence and accept tin* pen- 
alty. He still feels that he should 
have had a chance to tell his story 
and I am inclined to agree with him.

In the 
meantime Mrs. Marshall has been 
signing payrolls and performing other 
functions which will he the duty of 
the director when one will he ap- 
pointed. 

Pass Ordinance 

To Protect City 

Chapter 20 of the ordinances of the 
City of Newton was amended on Mon- 
day night by the Board of Aldermen 
by the inclusion of a new section 
(160A) which provides — “That every 
owner of an estate hereafter main- 
taining any cellar, vault, coal hole or 
other excavation under the pari of the 
street which is adjacent to, or a part 
of his estate, shall do so only on con- 
dition that such maintenance shall he 
considered as an agreement on his 
part to hold the city harmless from 
any claims for damage to himself or 
the occupants of such estate resulting 
from gas. sewage or water leaking in- 
to such excavation, or upon such es- 
tate; also making provisions as to 
maintenance of a post, pole or other 
structure in a street, or a wire. pipe, 
conduit, or other structure under a 
street.” 

Alderman Rawson, chairman of the 
Claims and Rules Committee, said 
that the new ordinance had been 
created to protect the city against 
damage claims caused by such cir- 
cumstances, as one had occurred re- 
cently.

On West Coast, Husband 

Is Chief Breadwinner 

Changing times have brought 
much talk on the subject of wives 
and children whose earnings supple- 
ment family income, but a study of 
8.784 small-city and village families 
in Washington, Oregon and Califor- 
nia, reports 9 out of 10 husbands 
as the chief breadwinners and 7 out 
of 10 the sole support of their fam- 
ilies. Husbands provided nine-tenths 
of the earnings that supported these 
families. 

There was nothing unusual about 
these families, says a bulletin by 
the federal bureau of home econo- 
mics. All of them included a hus- 
band and wife, both native-born. In 
the four cities— Klamath Falls, Eu- 
gene, and Astoria, Ore., and Olym- 
pia. Wash.— one-half of the families 
studied had incomes of $1,555 or 
less. In the 12 Washington and Ore- 
gon villages the lower one-half of 
the incomes were below $1,024, and 
below $1,355 in the 12 villages in 
California. 

With so large a cross-section of 
the native-white, unbroken families, 
no one kind stands out as typical. 
The Iftjlletin pictures the responsi- 
bilities for maintenance and the in- 
come situation of all families stud- 
ied. Of every 10 families, five con- 
sisted of three or four persons, three 
included husband and wife only, and 
the remaining two had five or more 
family members. Average size of 
small-city and village families in 
this region was about 3.5 persons. 
One wife in seven did paid work to 
supplement family income. But 
women’s earnings were so small, be- 
cause many of them worked only 
part-time, that they provided a 
scant 5 per cent of aggregate fam- 
ily earnings. 

Almost half of both city and vil- 
lage families lived in owned homes. 
Housing costs for renters were not 
high— about 6 out of 10 of all the 
families that rented their homes 
paid less than $20 a month. Rent 
took much less than the traditional 
one-fifth of total income. Families 
in the upper income brackets had 
even larger shares of their incomes 
WR after rents were paid.

John R. Prescott, who has made the 
lai’gest single contribution through 
the sale of his little book on Newton. 
It was a happy coincidence that this 
meeting fell upon Mr. Pi’escott’s 
birthday. 

The club had as guests the libra- 
rian of Newton, Mrs. Julius Lucht, 
and Mr. and Mrs. Fred A. Alexander. 

Tlie president, Mr. Wyman C. Fair- 
field, called tlie meeting to order and 
expressed the appreciation of tlie club 
for the opportunity to use the build- 
ing for the evening. He welcomed 
tlie guests and called upon Mr. Robb 
to say a few words about the erec- 
tion of the building. Tlie secretary, 
instead of reading the minutes of tlie 
last club meeting, read the records 
of tlie first meetings up to the time 
when the Club was organized. The 
program for the evening then followed 
its regular course in charge of Mrs. 
A. H. Decatur. Papers were given 
by Mrs. J. H. Willey, Mr. Joseph R. 
Ludwigson and Mrs. Decatur. At the 
intermission Mrs. Kemper and Mrs.

Airplane pilots licensed by the 
commerce department have passed 
the billion mark in mileage flown, 
according to a study of the depart- 
ment’s records. The records of the 
department’s aeronautics branch 
show all flying time accumulated 
by licensed pilots and from these 
records it is estimated that these 
airmen have flown approximately 
1,054,000,000 miles. Flying by those 
carried on the records as trans- 
port pilots, the highest type licensed 
by the department, accounted for 
approximately 11 twelfths of the to- 
tal, the remaining twelfth having 
been credited to private, limited 
commercial and industrial pilots, in 
that order.

Birds have a strange preference 
for islands. In stormy Lake Supe- 
rior, miles beyond Passage Light, 
gulls build their nests on the huge 
rock masses which poke their heads 
above the waves. In shallow Lake 
Erie, terns nest by the hundreds on 
a pebbly island near Put-in-Bay. 
In Saginaw bay, ducks make their 
nests on Lone Tree island and the 
Charities. Wherever land is entire- 
ly surrounded by water, it seems 
that birds like to congregate. 

This preference for island breed- 
ing grounds is found in many of our 
waterfowl: cormorants, pelicans, 

gulls, terns, avocets, phalaropes and 
other shorebirds. Behind the birds’ 
preference for islands is perhaps 
the fact that islands provide protec- 
tion from some of the predatory ani- 
mals that take a heavy toll of nest- 
ing birds. Sometimes birds select 
only slight elevations along a lake- 
shore for their nesting sites. Musk- 
rat houses scarcely can be called 
islands, yet they seem to qualify 
with the birds. At bird sanctuary, 
near Battle Creek, one may see 
numerous duck and goose nests on 
deserted muskrat houses. In the 
Bear river in Oregon, four-fifths of 
the Canada geese nests had their 
foundations provided by muskrats. 

Men who are trying to restore 
areas for waterfowl may take ad- 
vantage of this trait. E. A. Mcll- 
henny, whose bird city on Avery 
island, Louisiana, is a famous sanc- 
tuary, was among the first to make 
island-building an important part of 
attracting birds. He has built more 
than 30 islands especially for herons. 

The United States bureau of bio- 
logical survey had made island- 
building one of its specialties in the 
development of refuge areas. Is- 
lands are formed when areas are 
flooded. Results of this sort may 
be seen on the new Seney Refuge 
in the Upper Peninsula. On the 
Bear river refuge, machinery was 
being used to finish up the end of a 
1,000-foot island when birds began 
nesting on the other end. This 
seems to be a good illustration of 
the value of nesting islands on bird 
refuges. 


Natural Gas in America 

Discovered by Accident 

Natural gas was known in Asia 
ages before it was put to practical 
purposes in this country. It ap- 
peared as leakage from gas-bear- 
ing strata through crevices in the 
ground, and when lighted, usually by 
accident, was often worshiped as a 
manifestation of a fire god. It was 
thus known in India, in China and in 
Persia. 

In the United States the first dis- 
covery of natural gas by drilling 
"as in Ohio and West Virginia in 
the early Nineteenth century, when 
surprised salt makers struck gas 
while sinking s' nllow wells for salt. 
Rufus Stone, one of the first opera- 
tors in the salt-making business at 
McConnellsville, Pa., while drilling 
for salt, struck a reservoir of nat- 
ural gas strongly impregnated with 
sulphur, which caused the driller to 
exclaim they had ‘‘drilled through to 
hell.” At first the well was consid- 
ered a failure, but the gas was later 
put to work to boil the water for 
the salt making. This use of it 
is said to have continued for 40 
years. 

Other such accidental discoveries 
of natural gas were occasional, and 
in 1826 the first use of it for light 
was made at Fredonia, N. Y. A hun- 
dred street lights were fed there by 
gas which had been discovered by 
seepage through a mill stream. The 
first place to be piped for the use 
of natural gas for domestic purposes 
was Titusville, Pa., in 1872. 


Animals Foretell Weather 

If you want to foretell the weath- 
er, watch birds and animals. It 
will be fine when swallows fly high, 
when bats fly late at night, when 
beetles take to the wing, and when 
morning chimney smoke rises 
straight up. Rain is indicated when 
birds fly low, when peacocks begin 
to screech, when crows fly up and 
circle around their nests, when spar- 
rows become excited and chirp con- 
tinuously, when morning smoke does 
not rise, when cattle caper about, 
and when donkeys bray. A change 
is due when dogs sniff the air, and 
if you see birds perching on the 
lower branches of trees a storm is 
not far away. The presence of cor- 
morants at the mouth of a river 
foretells a heavy gale from the sea. 


Scotch Twins 

When John Johnston and John 
Barr of Glasgow, Scotland, were fre- 
quently told of doing things they had 
not done they investigated and found 
that they were twin brothers. They 
had not seen each other since they 
were babies 16 years ago. They had 
been adopted by separate families, 
which was told them when they 
were old enough to understand, but 
neither knew he was a twin. The 
meeting was joyous, the two have 
become fast friends and have start- 
ed a dance band. 


Poison in Mushrooms 
One of the deadly substances 
found in certain types of poisonous 
mushrooms is hydrocyanic acid, 
most poisonous of all simple chem- 
ical compounds, it has been report- 
ed by M. Mirande, a French scien- 
tist. The poison was found in the 
gills of a small mushroom belonging 
to the genus Marasmius, and in a 
mushroom belonging to the genus 
Clitoeybe. 


Hot Mediterranean Wind 
Aids in Cork Formation 

The wind blows fierce and hot in 
the Mediterranean during the dry 
season, and that is why m6st of 
the world’s cork comes from Por- 
tugal, Spain and north Africa. For 
the cork trees there, getting the full 
hot blasts, in self-defense thicken 
the outer bark as insulation. And 
the result is cork, used in linoleum, 
insulation board, baseball centers, 
badminton balls, floats, fishing bob- 
bers and life preservers. 

Cork is industrially important be- 
cause it can be compressed like no 
other solid. A cubic inch, under 
14,000 pounds pressure in a press, 
spreads sidewise only a quarter 
inch. Remove the pressure and it 
will regain 95 per cent of its height. 
The secret is in its remarkable cel- 
lular structure, which makes cork 
different from most other fibrous 
vegetable material. The cells of 
cork are built in the form of 14 cells 
surrounding one cell. Each cell is 
filled with air, and the thin walls 
are cemented together with natural 
gum or resin. A cubic inch of cork 
has about 300,000,000 such cells. 
Compress cork, and the air in the 
cells resist. Because of the air, 
cork is light. Because of the sealing 
between each cell, cork does not 
transfer heat, so is good for insu- 
lating and sound-proofing; because 
it is resilient, it minimizes vibra- 
tion, hence it is useful in machinery. 

In 20 years a cork tree has an 
outer bark an inch thick. It can- 
not be stripped again for nine years. 
The quality improves w’ith each 
stripping, and the average tree is 
good for 14 strippings, nine years 
apart. 


Modern Beach Footwear 

Designed by Japanese 

From the south of France has 
spread to Miami beach and Malibu 
a fashion of footwear with light- 
weight soles three inches thick to 
keep the feet off the hot sands. A 
new vogue in the West, it is cen- 
turies old in Japan. The geta, as 
Japan’s stilted clog is called, dates 
back to the Eighth century in lit- 
erature, but first achieved wide- 
spread popularity in the Toku- 
gawa period, which began in the 
Seventeenth century. 

Nowadays it takes a big shop to 
contain anything like a fair selection 
of the many kinds of geta. The fine- 
weather geta, called koma-geta, is 
carved from a single block of 
wood, and for sole and heel has two 
thick, square supports called ha 
(‘‘teeth”). Taka-geta (“high” 
geta) have thin wood insoles to 
make the wearer appear taller. 
These are for bad weather. Then 
for small girls are pokkuri (also 
called koppori). These, as is im- 
plied by the very sound of their 
names, make a sound like a trotting 
horse as the child runs along the 
sidewalk. 

A geta has two straps, which 
radiate from a peg between the big 
toe and its neighbor to two points 
on either side of the heel. This 
calls for the sort of sock worn by 
the sandaled races of north Africa 
and manufactured in the United 
States by health concerns — that is, 
one that has a separate compart- 
ment for the big toe. These socks, 
called tabi, may be of cotton, wool, 
silk or other material, are ankle 
high only, and are worn by persons 
of either sex. 


Old Shells Recovered 

Unexploded shells are still being 
found in flie war zone of France 18 
years after the World war. A pri- 
vate company which was engaged 
six years ago to hunt and destroy 
them is still actively operating with 
quarters in Coucy-le-Chateau near 
the emplacement of the ‘‘Big Ber- 
tha,” which shelled Paris. Besides 
doing its own hunting, the company 
is informed of the accidental finding 
of shells. It sends its special trucks, 
fitted for handling explosives, and 
the shell is taken to the exploding 
ground. It has responded to 4,320 
reports of found shells, which have 
led to its trucks bringing in 1,450,000 
tons of “duds.” During the same 
period it has destroyed where they 
were found over 167,000 tons of 
^shells considered non-transportable. 
And still undestroyed at its two 
fields are 236,794 tons of shells. The 
company has not lost a man. 


Origin of Siren 

Sirens were invented to measure 
sound vibrations, but it was found 
that by altering the mechanism 
slightly, they could be turned into 
terrific squawkers. Now they warn 
of danger through their shrieking 
tones. Police cars, ambulances and 
fire trucks have made them familiar. 
Sweet but deadly music character- 
ized the sirens from which these 
present-day instruments get their 
names. In Greek mythology sirens 
were sea nymphs who lured sailors 
to destruction by their beautiful 
singing. 


Serious Monkey Business 

Monkey business means real busi- 
ness in the Straits settlements. It 
is reported that two monkeys here 
are regularly employed to gather 
valuable botanical specimens. They 
understand 12 words in Malay, and 
tied to a string 180 feet long, are 
sent into high tree tops for flower, 
leaf and twig specimens Many of 
the finds they bring back are un- 
known to science, since men can not 
climb high enough to get them. 
Monkeys have long been used by 
the natives here for gathering coco- 
nuts.

Powers’ Paragraphs

Another reason for the increase in 
“Hit and run’’ fatalities in this State 
is- -that when the dastards guilty of 
stuli it crime are caught and con- 
victed. they are not invariably given 
prison sentences, as they should be. 
And the charge of manslaughter 
which is regularly brought against 
motorists responsible for fatal auto- 
mobile accidents when reckless driv- 
ing is indicated, rarely or ever is 
pressed. Either this charge should 
he definitely abolished against mo- 
torists involved in fatal accidents, or 
it should be prosecuted when the 
evidence warrants it. 


Parlor penologists and others who 
advocate ultra sympathetic treatment 
for prisoners can’t accuse former 
Sheriff Dowd of having been too se- 
vere with the Inmates of Charles 
Street jail. 


Ten and more years ago the sub- 
ject of apartment houses gave resi- 
dents of Newton considerable con- 
cern. They had observed how Brook- 
line had evolved from a very attrac- 
tive community of detached houses 
and large estates into a district large- 
ly filled with unattractive apartment 
houses. Although Newton opponents 
of apartment houses were assured 
that the rigid building code of this 
city practically prohibited the con- 
struction of apartment buildings, in 
order to further safeguard Newton 
against the intrusion of apartment 
houses, tho then Board of Aldermen 
rezoned the city. Apartment build- 
ings can only bo erected in general 
residence zones. So. the then Board 
of Aldermen changed nearly all gen- 
eral zones in the Newtons into pri- 
vate residence zones, thus barring 
apartment buildings except in the 
comparatively small areas left in 
business and general residence zones. 
The writer was at that time an Al- 
derman from Ward 1. and a member 
of tlie Claims & Rules Committee, 
which designated tlie areas to re- 
main in general residence zones. The 
writer, and Alderman Murray, then 
member of tho committee from Ward 
7. were tlie only committee members 
who recommended any appreciable 
areas in their Wards for retention in 
general residence zones, with the 
probability that apartment houses 
might be erected therein. One locus 
which caused doubt in the writer's 
mind was that bounded by Centre and 
Mount Ida sts., ami Newtonville ave., 
but I finally recommended its inclu- 
sion in the general residence zone. 
This piece of property had deteriora- 
ted and a leading Newton realtor at 
that time had stated that he planned 
to erect a high-class apartment build- 
ing on it. Lust year two buildings, 
containing small apartments were 
erected on this lot without any pro- 
vision being made for garaging or 
off-street parking of automobiles of 
the many tenants who will reside in 
these two buildings. In tlie past two 
years other apartment buildings have 
been erected in tills city similarly 
lacking such facilities. 

Ten years ago it was the senti- 
ment of tlx- Aldermen that no permit 
should ho granted for tlie erection of 
an apartment building unless ade- 
quate provisions were made for ga- 
raging or off-street parking of auto- 
mobiles, hut they took no definite ac- 
tion on this matter. So, the present 
Board of Aldermen deserve commen- 
dation for passing on Monday night 
(on tlie recommendation of Alderman 
Ruwson and his fellow members of 
the Claims Rules Committee) an 
amendment to tlie zoning ordinance 
which compels provisions for ade- 
quate garaging or parking of auto- 
mobiles as a requisite before any 
permit will be granted for the build- 
ing of an apartment house in this 
city. Using a public street as a ga- 
rage or for all-night parking is an 
imposition on neighbors, handicaps 
the fighting of fires, and prevents tlie 
Street Department from properly 
plowing snow off streets. 

During the past year or more “tax- 
payers associations” have received 
considerable publicity in Massachu- 
setts, mostly becuuso of the good work 
done by Norman McDonald, executive 
secretary of tlie Slute Federation of 
Taxpayers Associations, in revealing 
tilt! squandering of public funds in lint 
rlcane rehabilitation. Mr. McDonald 
receives u good salary and his accom- 
plishments justify it. Ills success 
* aimed others to emulate hint, and oth 
er taxpayers associations wore organ 
ized. Olio was started hero In New 
ton. We believe in taxpayers associa- 
tions provided those directing them 
do not take themselves too seriously, 
or make extravagant claims of accom- 
plishments. The fuel that Newton al- 
legedly lias the highest per capita cost 
of government of any city In 
this State, can he used as uu argument 

hut tills city needs a tuxpuyers asso- 


ciation. However, the fact remains 
that Newton in pust years lias been 
quite fortunnte in having city govern- 
ments composed of honest men who 
had tlie best interests of this city at 
heart. Newton lias been singularly free 
from graft and lias been governed on 
tlie whole efficiently. If the per capita 
cost here has been high, the reason is 
— that Newton people have demanded, 
and received public service and facili- 
ties far superior to that given by most 
cities. And tlie credit for reducing 
estimates in last year’s budget be- 
longs to our Board of Aldermen and 
not to tlie taxpayers association. 

Our local taxpapers association has 
been advocating the creation of tlie 
office of “purchasing agent” for the 
City of Newton. The Mayor-Elect 
adopted this proposal as a plank in 
Itis campaign platform. Neither 
Mayor Weeks nor Mayor Childs saw 
fit to recommend the creution of such 
an office and we agree with them. If 
Mayor-Elect Goddard desires to cen- 
tralize purchases with the expecta- 
tion of effecting economies, it is not 
necessary to create another office with 
an added salary of $4000 or more for 
taxpayers to meet. A competent clerk 
in the executive department ut a sal- 
ary of $2500 or less can handle the 
purchases. He need only he honest 
and Intelligent. He need not possess 
allegedly necessary professional train- 
ing and experience to obtain low 
prices for supplies and equipment pur- 
chased by the city. Salesmen of com- 
peting companies seeking the busi- 
ness of this city will offer Just as low 
prices to such a clerk as they will to 
an official with the imposing title of 
“purchasing agent.” 

Of the city’s mutual budget of about 
$5,000,000, payrolls and welfare take 
approximately $3,000,000; bonded debt 
takes $800,000; and school supplies 
which are purchased by the School 
Department, and will continue to be, 
take around $100,000. Large yearly 
purchases of coal, sand, street surfac- 
ing materials and other supplies have 
been and will he bought through bids 
from companies seeking such con- 
tracts. This narrows the scope of what 
n purchasing agent would buy down 
to u few hundred thousands of dol- 
lars; tlie amount which might bo 
saved by a central purchasing agency 
would lie comparatively small, and 
does not warrant the creating of a new 
department, salaries and clerical ex- 
penses. which largely offset any sav- 
ings. Of course, the office of “pur- 
chasing agent” would make a good 
job for somebody and there are al- 
ready several aspirants for the office.

In court the same day fines of $5 
were imposed on the following who 
were found guilty of speeding — Lean- 
dro Cubellino, Wellesley; Lester Per- 
ry. Boston; Arne Oker. Southbridge. 
William Betts of Pine Grove ave.. 
Lower Falls, was also found guilty of 
speeding, and itis case was placed on 
file. 

Co-Operative Bank Pays 

Home-Owners Tax Bills

The tax hills of three hundred and 
seventy-five foresighted Newton home 
owners were paid recently by the 
Newton Co-operutive Bank. A total 
of $56,000 figured in the transaction 
with the home-owners being relieved 
of tlie worry of many of their kind 
through tho inclusion of taxes in 
the direct reduction mortgage plan. 

Altogether the co-operative banks of 
Massachusetts have paid to tax col- 
lectors over four and a half million 
dollars representing the tax bills of 
nearly 25,000 home owners. Those 
facts were released by Warner M. Al- 
len, executive secretary of tho Mass. 
Co-operative Bank League. Mr. Al- 
len added, “Co-operative hanks were 
started as tlie name implies, to co- 
operate and belli individuals save 
money and to own their homes.”

First Prince of Wales 

Named 600 Years Ago 

Since the title prince of Wales was 
created by Edward I, in the year 
1301, for his eldest son, there have 
been 20 princes of Wales, including 
the men who afterward became 
Edward VII, George V and Edward 
VIII. The late George V became 
prince of Wales when his father suc- 
! ceeded to the throne in 1901. The 
title may be bestowed on the eldest 
surviving son of the monarch, or on 
his grandson if he is the nearest 
heir. It is not inherited but is ex- 
tinguished when the holder of the 
title becomes king or if he dies 
before the ruler. 

Wales was ruled by Welsh princes 
from the Tenth to the Thirteenth 
century. The last of these was 
Llewelyn, who was compelled to 
submit to Edward I in 1277. On 
Llewelyn’s death in 1282 the title 
ceased but Edward revived it for 
his eldest surviving son and heir, 
later Edward II. According to 
legend, King Edward I in conquer- 
ing Wales promised the people that 
if they ceased resistance he would 
give them a native-born prince who 
could not speak a word of English. 
Two years after Llewelyn’s death, 
this son of Edward I was born in 
Carnarvon in Wales. It was not 
until 1301, however, that the title 
was bestowed on him and by that 
time he could certainly speak Eng- 
lish.

Phonetics of Egyptians 

Revealed in Documents 

Egyptian, a tongue heard from bp- 
fore the days of the pyramids down 
to the Middle ages but unspoken for 
the last 900 years, is giving up the 
secrets of sounds familiar to Tutank- 
hamen, Moses and his followers and 
Cleopatra, through research in Cop- 
tic documents at the University of 
Michigan. 

While many of the writings of the 
Egyptians have been preserved 
from the past, on stone and papyrus, 
the spoken language was replaced 
by Greek during the years of Greek 
and Roman power. It was revived 
later and as Coptic it persisted until 
the Tenth century. Scholars have 
been able to translate the written 
language with exactitude, but have 
never been able to do more than 
guess vaguely at how the tongue 
of the pyramid builders sounded 
when spoken. 

The clues to the Egyptian spoken 
word are being traced at the Uni- 
versity of Michigan by Prof. Wil- 
liam H. Worrell, specialist in Coptic. 
“Copt” is the name now applied to 
the Egyptian people since their 
adoption of Christianity, although 
Christianity is not at present the 
dominant religion of Egypt. Cen- 
turies ago, while Egyptian was still 
spoken, these people developed a 
method of writing Greek in Egyp- 
tian, for everyday practical pur- 
poses and to translate Greek relig- 
ious texts. 

To do this the Copts took the 
Greek alphabet, added six Egyptian 
sounds and used the combination as 
a Coptic alphabet to transcribe the 
current language 9f the time. In 
his detective work for forgotten 
sounds Professor Worrell uses the 
science of phonetics, which tells 
what sounds may be formed in the 
human mouth and throat and how, 
and a broad study of all the dialects 
of Coptic Arabic and Greek both of 
the present and as they were spoken 
and written in ancient days. By 
starting with sounds used today in 
related languages, closely observing 
spelling variations and words bor- 
rowed from other tongues, it is pos- 
sible to trace individual sounds 
backward in time by processes now 
known to be scientifically accurate, 
finally arriving at forms silent for 
centuries. 


President’s Hobbies 

Usually Athletic Type 

Presidents’ hobbies have been 
usually of the athletic type rather 
than the collecting type. Franklin 
D. Roosevelt’s collections of ship 
models and stamps are well known; 
his athletic hobbies are now con- 
fined to swimming and horseback 
riding. Hoover, like Cleveland, en- 
joyed fishing as a hobby. Harding’s 
hobby was golf, though like Taft he 
also enjoyed watching baseball. 
While much was written about 
Coolidge’s mechanical horse while 
he was in the White House, his chief 
hobby appears to have been walk- 
ing. Wilson enjoyed horseback rid- 
ing but among his other hobbies 
was a passion for vaudeville enter- 
tainment. Theodore Roosevelt’s ath- 
letic hobbies included big game 
hunting, horsemanship and tennis. 
Among earlier Presidents, perhaps 
Jefferson had the most notable hob- 
bies. These included all the natural 
sciences, invention, arboriculture, 
etc. It is claimed that he invented 
the revolving chair. Washington’s 
great hobby was farming. Tree cul- 
ture was also a hobby of John 
Quincy Adams. Benjamin Harrison 
enjoyed duck hunting. U. S. Grant 
was addicted to strong cigars and 
light novels. 


Founding of Carnegie 

The Carnegie institution of Wash- 
ington was founded on January 28, 
1902, by Andrew Carnegie, when he 
gave to a board of trustees an en- 
dowment of registered bonds of the 
par value of $10,000,000. To this 
fund he added $2,000,000 on Decem- 
ber 10, 1907, and $10,000,000 on Jan- 
uary 19, 1911. In addition, the in- 
come of a reserve fund of about 
$3,000,000, accumulated in accord- 
ance with the founder’s specifica- 
tions in 1911, is now available for 
general use, and there has been a 
recent addition of $5,000,000 to the 
endowment fund by grant from the 
Carnegie corporation of New York. 
The institution was originally or- 
ganized as the Carnegie institution 
but was reincorporated as the Car- 
negie Institution of Washington by 
an act of congress approved April 
28, 1904. 


Beautiful Turkish Prison 

Turkey gives the lie to the old 
saying that “there never was a 
beautiful prison.” Its most famous 
prison, a little island, Imrali, in the 
Sea of Marmora, is an Eden on 
earth. This tract of green hills cov- 
ered with flowers is jail to 750 men 
but so idyllic is the life there that 
only two warders are needed. The 
men are paid about 25 cents a day 
and put to work farming and mak- 
ing roads. The prison, founded in 
1935, tries to restore its inmates to 
society as useful and peaceful citi- 
zens. 


Bali Customs 

People who visit Bali may observe 
these facts: The pig supplies meat, 
the cow being sacred; rice is the 
staple food; girls are being ordered 
to wear more clothing, but are not 
obeying; dancing is the national 
pastime ; no beggars, no child mar- 
riages; none but natives may own 
real estate, and Bali rhymes with 
j holly.

Agitation by residents of Newton 
Lower Falls, led by a group residing 
in the newly developed section in 
the vicinity of St. Mary st. and other 
streets near Grove st. is directed 
toward forcing the removal of the 
General Vocational Department of the 
Newton Trade School from the Ham- 
ilton School building on Grove st. to 
the abandoned, old Franklin School 
on River st..

The General Vocational Department 
of the Newton Trade School was or- 
ganized in 1934 as a training centre 
for boys and girls who must find 
work at an early age. Its major ob- 
jective is job placement, and in order 
to place pupils in a wide range of oc- 
cupational activity, it provides vari- 
ous types of vocational training. Pu- 
pils are selected with care, as other- 
wise the school would defeat the ob- 
jective for which it was created. They 
are normal pupils of average intel- 
ligence. tested and approved by the 
Guidance Department of the New- 
ton public schools, before being ad- 
mitted into this department of the 
Trade School. The "intelligence quo- 
tients" of the pupils in the General 
Vocational Department average 88.2. 
and a number if the pupils have “I. 
Q.V’ of ov.er 100. This comperes 
favorably with the average of most 
school groups. The period of train- 
ing at the school varies from several 
months to two years, depending on 
the age of the pupil and the work for 
which he or she is being trained. 
The school is in session from 8:30 
a. m. to 2:45 p. m. 

The General Vocational Department 
is intended to bridge the gap be- 
tween the school and the job and ev- 
ery effort is made to co-ordinate the 
i with the other.

STARTS MOVEMENT FOR 
BETTER MAIL SERVICE 


Editor of The Graphic: 

“The superintendent of the U. S. 
Railway Mail Service has ordered the 
establishment of a railway postofflee 
to run from Boston to Boston via the 
Newton Circuit Branch of the B. & 
A. It will be of great advantage In 
the transmission of mall between the 
various villages of this city.” 

The foregoing item appeared in your 
newspaper of a week ago under the 
‘Fifty Years Ago” heading. How un- 
fortunate that it is not a current news 
Item, because there is nothing which 
Newton needs so much today as ef- 
ficient mail service, not only between 
the various sections of our own city, 
but also with outside points. 

How well I recollect the almost 
perfect performance of the railway 
postofflee referred to In your news 
Item. One could then mail a letter 
at any of the postofflees within the 
Newtons and it would go direct to Its 
destination in some other part of the 
city without making a trip into Bos- 
ton and out again. West and south 
bound letters went from the New- 
tons direct rather than via Newton 
Centre and then Boston, as is now 
the case. Hours are lost in this way 
and such delays often spell loss of 
business and profits. Certainly the 
government does not gain by toting 
mail matter over Indirect routes rath- 
er via the shortest one. My own ex- 
perience proves that two letters 
mailed at Newton at the same time, 
one addre-.-ed to New York and the 
other to some on** of the other New- 
tons. the New York letter reaches 
Its destination first. Such service is 
a joke unless the delay happens to 
cause trouble for either the sender 
or the recipient. Then it becomes a 
tragedy.

Powers' Paragraphs 


Many years ago. in our boyhood days, 
we used to get an occasional thrill when 
a group of Harvard students would 
run through Newton Corner engaged 
in a "hare and hounds" run. The Idea 
of this contest was to give the hares 
(there were usually two) a consider- 
able start before the pack of hounds 
commenced the pursuit. Sometimes 
the hounds never caught the hares, 
but they usually did. The warrant for 
the arrest of former Sheriff Dowd of 
Suffolk County reminds us of the old 
“hare and hound race” insofar ns the 
belated pursuit Is concerned. Cer- 
tainly. with the evidence allegedly ga- 
thered some weeks ago against Dowd, 
officials of Suffolk County took plenty 
of time in instituting measures to 
cause his arrest. Physically. Dowd is 
not built like a hare, but if he did the 
things he is accused of having done, 
he might be adjudged as being some- 
what hare-brained. And we don't in- 
sinuate that the prosecution officials 
of Suffolk County are "hounds." They 
appear more like turtles. 

Yesterday most of the U. S. A. ob- 
served Thanksgiving in accordance 
with the edict of President Roosevelt. 
This oldest holiday of the Y S. A. 
was started by the early settlers of 
Massachusetts to give thanks to God. 
The President allegedly ordered the 
date of this essentially religious holi- 
day changed to benefit the storekeep- 
ers in conjunction with Christmas 
shopping. This is quite apart from the 
real significance of “Thanksgiving 
Day.” hut those who regard Christ- 
mas more as the season for giving 
and receiving gifts, instead o( thi 
birthday of Christ, are not moved 
greatly by religious motives. More- 
over. a large percentage of those who 
benefit from the commercial spirit 
which has become dominant in the 
celebration of Christmas, don’t believe 
in Christ. Later, some practical-mind- 
ed person may suggest that the date 
of Christmas be changed. 


We are interested iu the contract 
which has been entered into by the 
City of Newton with the "Utilities 
Credit Bureau*’ for a survey of the 
telephone service in various city de- 
partments. This contract received the 
approval of the Mayor and the Board 
of Aldermen. An "expert" will make 
a survey of the rates and charges for 
telephone service used in and by the 
various departments, and as his fee 
will receive one-half of any sav- 
ings made in one year. Why does the 
City of Newton have to engage the 
services of an expert to reduce the 
cost of its telephone service? The 
telephone company employs “experts’’ 
who will co-operate with city officials 
without cost. They have done so in 
tlie past and will do so in the future 
Heads of city departments should 
know enough about the official tele- 
phone needs of their offices and subor 
dinat es. to he able to reduce unnec- 
essary calls, or co-ordinate services In 
co-operation with telephone company 
experts, without splitting savings to 
taxpayers with an outside expert. If 
city employees are using city tele 
plumes for personal calls, a check-up 
by means of call slips, as is used by 
many corporations, can also lie used 
by tills city. With the installation of 
the dial system and tlie consolidation 
of telephone exchanges in Newton 
next year, one city department will 
automatically save about $40 per 
mouth. This will be included in the 
savings. 

1 This week we looked at a copy of 
a pictorial publication which comes 
out a couple of times each month 
and panders to sensationalism. It was 
one of the most flagrant examples of 
propaganda that we have yet seen. In 
fact, it was so obviously propaganda, 
I that it should not only defeat the 
purpose of those taking this means 
to make tlie U. S. A. war-mill<led, hut 
should arouse our citizens to a reali- 
zation of the extent to which certain 
nations and certain races are endeav- 
oring to embroil this country in tin* 
European mess. The U. S. A. is not 
war-minded, and it is our belief that 


subtle ninchinntlona of those who 
would make it so will be unsuccess- 
ful. 

President Roosevelt has been keep- 
ing his political friends and enemies 
(particularly the latter) quite con- 
cerned over the question as to wheth- 
er. or not, he will he a candidate for 
a third term. Some of the Presi- 
dent’s intimates probably know whut 
his intentions are. It is the writer’s 
belief that Mr. Roosevelt will not run. 
There has been and is much wishful 
thinking on the part of persons hold- 
ing good positions in Federal service, 
that the President will run again. Two 
included in this number are members 
of the cabinet. There has been much 
denunciation by prominent Republi- 
cans of the possibility that Mr. Roose- 
velt might be a candidate for a third 
term. They realize he would be hard- 
er to defeat than some other Demo- 
cratic candidate. The boom for Vice- 
President Garner as the Democratic 
standard-bearer In 194<) Is receiving 
support in Texas and elsewhere from 
Democrats, and all over the nation 
from influential Republicans. Mr. 
Garner would not he a popular candi- 
date with the labor element. 

In contrast to the hullabaloo raised 
over the seizure of the steamship 
"City of Flint.” by the Nazis, is the 
small amount of publicity given to the 
seizure and detention of scores of 
U S. A. registered ships by the Brit- 
ish. and confiscation of alleged con- 
traband in their cargoes. But. an 
even more pertinent disclosure, given 
publicity the past week, was the seiz- 
ure by the British of 200 sacks of 
U. S. mail from a ship of the Amer- 
ican Export Line, and the opening and 
censoring of the contents of letters 
destined for Germany in this mail. Had 
the Nazis taken mail from a U. S. ship 
bound for Britain, and opened such 
mail, what a furore would have re- 
sulted in this country. 

For several years past shoe maim j 
facturers and their employees in this j 
country have been complaining to 
(’ongress about rapidly increasing 
competition by the factories of Joseph | 
Bata in Czechoslovakia. Bata, paying 
wages much lower than those paid in 
Lynn and other shoe centers in the, 
IT. S. A., had been exporting millions | 
of pairs of women’s shoes to America, j 
With the invasion of Czechoslovakia 
by the Germans, he came to tills coun- 
try. Recently he started a factory at 
Baltimore and within the past few ; 
weeks endeavored to acquire at 
Leominster, Muss., a factory building i 
owned by tlie Federal government. He J 
was refused possession of this factory 
when he allegedly declined to promise 
that lie would employ local residents 
in it. instead of aliens. It was also 
stated in the press that Buta lias 500 * 
aliens working in the factory he: 
started at Baltimore. Refugees have i 
been coming to this country by the , 
thousands. The welfare problem in 
industrial centres and large cities in 
tlie V. S. A. is becoming more serious. 
At Cleveland and Toledo. Ohio, many 
thousands of persons are allegedly 
on tin* verge of starvation, and the j 
finances of those cities are in a pre- 
carious condition. And there are 
many persons who want this country 
to become more involved in the affairs 
of Europe and also to let down the 
bars of our immigration restrictions. 

Edward O’Hare, of St. Louis and I 
Chicago, and “big-shot" behind the 
dog racing track at Dighton in MBs 
State, was murdered in Chicago re- 1 
cently. According to newspapers. I 
O’Hare was a power in big-time gam- 
bling and a controlling factor in race- 
tracks. It was also alleged that Iu 
was a former associate of A1 Capone, j 
and that lie had been murdered by 
some of Capone’s former gang. While 
Chicago police were investigating the 
murder of O’Hare, they found in n 
bank safety-deposit box a large sum 
of money allegedly owned by a for 
nier city official of Boston with whom 
O'Hare had been friendly. How the 
ripples spread.’

The School Committee held a spe- 
cial meeting on Wednesday night 
and appointed the Mayor, Superin- 
tendent and committee on school 
houses ns a special committee to 
see about more accommodations for 
the high school. The building Is full 
to overflowing and something will 
have to he done at an early date. 

The Chestnut Hill “mugwumps" and 
Democrats celebrated the presidential 
victory a few nights ago with an elab- 
orate dlsplny of fireworks. 


The 7th anniversary of the Newton 
Y. M. C. A. wns observed at Eliot Hall 
last Sunday afternoon with a large 
attendance. The reports showed the 
association to lie in good condition. 
The exercises were preceded by a 
short praise service led by George S. 
Trowbridge. Music was furnished by 
the Ruggles Street Quartet. The treas- 
urer’s report showed that the running 
expenses for the year had been about 
$400, besides which $175 wns received 
and expended in Thanksgiving Day 
dinners for the poor, $25 for State 
work, and $20 for International work. 

Twelve members of the Newton po- 
lice force will benefit by the new 
rule by which they are to have $1000 
a year salary for 5th and subsequent 
years of service, provided the Aider- 
men agree to the Mayor’s proposal. 
The principal argument for the In- 
crease was the high cost of living 
in Newton. The special committee of 
the Common Council also recommend- 
ed that other salaries he raised as 
follows: Deputy City Treasurer from 
$1100 to $1200: city engineer from 
$2000 to $2100; Chief of Fire Depart- 
ment from $1400 to $1500: Assistant 
Chief to also have charge of fire 
alarm system: both salaries to equal 
$950; drivers of hose carriages from 
$500 to $800: foremen of fire compa 
nies from $90 to $110; hosetnen from 
$70 to $100. 

On Friday evening of last week a 
brisk lire started in the woods be- 
tween the rnilroad trnck and Eliot st. 
at Newton Highlands. It was sup- 
posed to have been started by a loco- 
motive on the New York & New Eng- 
land Railroad. It burned over a large 
space and wns put out by railroad 
employees.

Waltham T ricky Reverses 
and Passes Bring 12-0 

Watch City Victory

Newton Misplay in First Period 
Turns Tide Afjainr.t 
Locals 


Waltham came. Waltham saw. 
Waltham conquered. With a 12 to 0 
victory over Newton High last Sat- 
urday the Watch City visitors tum- 
bled orange and black hopes Into dis- 
appointment. The Leary coach eleven 
showed an offense In which deceptive 
reverses und a potent forward pass- 
ing attack clicked for 14 first downs 
and 287 yards. Defensively the in- 
vaders managed to stop every New- 
ton advance, except one, before It be- 
came threateningly dangerous. On 
the one other occasion Newton be- 
came Its own worst enemy, a costly 
misplay early in the game having 
much to do with the final outcome. 

Receiving the kickoff Newton start- 
ed off In high gear, following an ex- 
change of punts which gave the or- 
ange and black the hall near mid- 
field. A series of three first downs 
swept the home team to the Waltlmm 
13. In that advance a Waltham off- 
side and a 6 yard sweep by Joe Beatty 
brought the first shift of the stakes. 
A Rezutti tackle thrust, offset by a 
Newton offside, and a Beatty to Heath 
toss for 16 yards made It first down 
on the 24. The rushing attack fall- 
ing to gain a return to the air with 
the Beatty brothers, Joe and Boh, stag- 
ing one toss for 10 yards brought 
the stakes to the 13. where the visi- 
tors took time out. A Dobie smash 
at the line for three yards with two 
more smashes by Joe Beatty netting 
5 more made it fourth down with 
two to go on the 5-yard stripe. New- 
ton’s rising hopes were dashed when 
a Newton back, slightly out of posi- 


tion, made Woodruff's pass from cen- 
tre off lino to Dohie. The Newton full 
hack had to reach for the ball, failed 
to get a tight hold on It and Wal- 
tham recovered on the Newton 7. Wal- 
tlmm got out of this one with John- 
stone's kick on third down going out 
to the Newton 44. 

The locals got another tough break 
on Beatty’s quick kick on third down. 
The ball landed Just over the goal, 
hounding back onto the playing field. 
It was a touchbaek and Waltham put 
the oval in play from their 20-yard 
stripe. Had Beatty’s punt been two 
yards shorter the visitors would have 
been in a deep hole. As It was the 
following play became a crucial one 
when Johnstone got away on a tricky 
reverse through right tackle with 
plenty of Interference ahead of him 
to mop up the Newton secondary. 
Tony Rezutti saved Newton tempora- 
rily by eluding Waltham blockers and 
overhauling the Watch City captain 
to bring him down at the Newton 
31 yard line after a 49 yard run. 
Even though a clipping penalty was 
imposed upon Waltham for fouling 
Bob Beatty at the Newton 45, nulli- 
fying much of Johnstone’s gain by 
bringing the ball back to the Wal- 
tham 40 the game swung Waltham’s 
way from then on. Frary lugged the 
oval 24 yards on a similar play to 
the Newton 37 before Woodruff a'nd 
Joe Beatty teamed up to bring the 
Waltham hack to earth. Waltham 
plowed Its way for a first down on 
the Newton 25 and the period ended 
after the next buck by Johnstone for 
a couple of yards. 

Frary’s 13 yard gallop brought the 
oval to the 10-yard stripe and three 
more plays brought the oval to with- 
in a yard of Newton’s goal.

they yielded ground grudgingly. 
Fourth down and a foot to go Re* 
zuttl and Heath hacked up a solid 
Newton line to stop Johnstone’s 
plunge and Newton took the ball on 
downs. Joe Beatty was rushed on 
his kick from the end zone. The 
plgHkin veered off to the left to go 
outside at the Newton 13 and giving 
the visitors another golden opportu- 
nity. 

Newton’s line having withstood a 
test Waltham took to the air with 
Manning completing a toss from 
Frary within a foot of pay dirt. 
Again' Newton stiffened, tossed John- 
stone for a yard loss which Carter re- 
trieved. On third down Johnstone 
went over on a power dive. Newton's 
line smothered Carter on the try for 
point by rushing. 

Shortly after the ensuing kickoff 
Waltham obtained possession of the 
hall on a Beatty punt to the Wal- 
tham 38. with Clark Fisher stopping 
a threatening runbaek at the Wal- 
tham 44. Passes from Johnstone to 
farter und to Manning ate up 27 
yards. A 15-yard penalty against 
Newton for piling on put Waltham 
inside the Newton 15 yard marker. 
A 9-yard thrust by Leaf and Car- 
ter’s plunge made It first down on the 
Newton 4. From this point Frary 
went over through tackle, standing up. 
Sanderson’s attempted placekick was 
blocked by Bill Kalousdian and Tony 
Hines, and the score stood Waltham 
12. Newton 0. 

Although that was all the scoring 
of the day there were plenty more 
thrills for the 4800 fans who wit- 
nessed the struggle. Newton came 
right back fighting grinding out a 
first down following the kickoff. Then 
a Rezutti lateral to Heath went wrong 
; with Rutter pouncing upon the free 
! hall to give Waltham possession at 
the Newton 44. A Johnstone to Car- 
ter pass clicked and a nifty block by 
Manning sent the Waltham fullback 
on his way down the sideline with 
only Joe Beatty between him and a 
third touchdown. Beatty’s lunge 
spillpd the Waltham carrier less than 
a yard from the goal. Then came 
the big thrill of the game. The one 
play which has been argued more 
than any other in the entire game. 
Rutter, given the ball on a right 
tackle thrust, carried to the scrim- 
mage line and went down. As he 

went down he lost control of the 
ball. According to some witnesses 
the hall squeezed out from under his 
arm and rolled onto his back. New- 
ton's Tony Rezutti scooped up the 
pigskin and raced 100 yards to the 
opposite goal amid Newton cheers. 
His run was futile as the official rul- 
ing on the play was that the ball 
had touched the ground. Many 
thought that the whistle had blown 
to end play before Rezutti’s dash be- 
gan. Other fans point out that none 
of the officials were in a position 
to see positively that the ball had 
touched the ground. The linesman 
was at the opposite end of the piled 
up lines, the umpire behind the New- 
ton line and the ball carrier was go- 
ing away from the referee while the 
play took place In the very corner of 
the field. 

An incident, greatly overempha- 
sized by the press, took place during 
th** hectic moments following Rezut- 
ti's long run. Coach MacDowell of 
Newton hastened down to the Newton 
coal line to ask and discuss the un- 
cial ruling on tin* play when a pho- 
tographer snapped his picture. A 
member of the Newton coaching stall' 
approached the cameraman and asked 
that he expose the negative to the 
Tight, which the latter refused to do. 
The intervention of a local policeman , 
prevented the further incitement ot’ | 
anger upon the part of those involved. ■ 
The incident, trivial in nature, would i 
never have been noticed had it oc- 
curred in many other communities. j 

Lining up for the third-period kick- 
off. Newton fans were amazed to find 
that Bud Hurley had replaced Brooks 
Heath, the Newton leader having 
missed but a very few minutes of play 
during the entire season. Word soon 
spread around that the Newton stal- 
wart had probably received a brain 
concussion and had played the entire 
second period without remembering 
anything that occurred. Fortunately 
the injury was not as severe as first 
feared and no serious aftermath oc- 
curred. 

Rezutti’s runbaek of the kickoff 
went to the Newton 30. Beatty spun 
for six. Rezutti got away on a tackle 
thrust, breaking wide on a 38-vard run i 
into the clear with Carter and Frary 
overhauling him at the Waltham 26. 1 
Four passing miscues again disap- 
pointed the aroused Newton fan- 
with the final toss going into the end 
zone and giving Waltham the ball on 
their 20-yard marker. Later a punt 
gave Newton the ball again and a pass , 
interception by MacDonald set up an- , 
other Waltham march. MacDonald 
got away to the Newton 35 on the 
interception with Bob Beatty and Mac- 
Neil dropping him before he raced 
into the clear. A Frary to Manning 
toss for 12 yards and a Frary to John- 
stone puss for 13 swept Waltham to 
the 10-yard marker but another score 
was averted when Mauning dropped a 
puss on the 5-yard line and Newton 
eventually took the hall on downs. 

Following an exchange of kicks. 
Newton again got into Waltham ter- 
ritory on a brotherly act of the Beattys 
with Joe tossing to Bob for a 24 -yard 
gain. Brother Boh received a bloody 
nose and was forced to retire. A 
subsequent Joe Beatty pass was inter- 
cepted by co-captain Goguen ami 
lateraled to Johnstone who dodged his 
way to the Newton 38 as the period 
ended. 

The final period wras a standoff 
with each team making a couple of 
first downs.

Th>» waning 1939 football season 
comes to a close next Thursday morn- 
ing when the Newton high school 
eleven Journeys over to Brookline to 
meet its traditionally ancient rival In 
that community. On the basis of sea- 
son’s results. Brookline is the fa- 
vored team, having won six of Its 
eight games, tying one and losing one, 
while Newton has been victorious In 
but one of Its nine contests, tying two 
others and losing on six Saturdays. 
But as In almost every year the out- 
come of this game Is a toss-up with the 
prospects that perhaps one point may 
separate the two elevens when the 
final whistle blows. Possibly a field 
goal may be the margin by which 
either the orange and black will re- 
turn home to a Thanksgiving Day vic- 
tory dinner as in 1927 and 1928. 

A further comparison of the season’s 
records of the two teams shows that 
the two elevens have only met two 
opponents In common.

No Place for Portly People 

One of the most famous English 
taverns associated with Charles 
Dickons is the Six Jolly Fallowship- 
Portcrs of “Our Mutual Friend.” It 
was the favorite resort of Rogue 
Riderhood and Gaffer Hexam. and 
still stands today in Litnehouse.

It is no wider than its 
front door, recalling Dickens’ de- 
scription that it was like a ’’handle 
of a flat iron set upright on its 
broadest end.” 


Methuselah’s Diet 

Centenarians in Jugoslavia are 
convinced that Methuselah must 
have lived on cheese, for they al- 
ready have a good start on the rec- 
ord set by the Biblical ancient. A 
recent census showed that over 2,000

A 
legend explains that the devil helped 
the architect plan it, and when he was 
duped out of his pay, he made the 
world forget the name of the ar- 
chitect and held up the construc- 
tion for generations. 


Gold in Them Stones 

Amsterdam is famous both as a 
seaport and as a center of the 
diamond cutting industry. Each 
year Holland sends about $25,000,000 
worth of diamonds to the United 
States alone, and hundreds of people 
are employed by the industry in 
Amsterdam. Visitors are allowed 
in many of the large diamond cut- 
ting shops. 


Long Wearing 

Side by side with modern develop- 
ments, Poland preserves a colorful 
past.

against their eight opponents for a 
better than 10-point per game aver 
age. while Newton’s 32 points in nine 
affairs is little more than tho throe 
points a field goal would bring. On 
the other side of tho picture, Brook- 
line has allowed ItH combined oppo- 
nents but 30 points, or u little less 
than four digits I>«r game, while tho 
Newton opposition has reached nearly 
Into three figures. 97 to be exact. 

But the strength of the opposition 
must lie taken Into consideration. 
Newton’s defeuts have been at the 
hands of such teams us Arlington, 
Everett, Brockton, Medford and Wal- 
tham. In addition to Quincy, while 
Brookline’s solltury loss came in a 6 
i" o game with little though strong 
Weymouth. The Brookline victories 
have been over Wlnthrop, Kulrhuvou, 
Boston Latin, Framingham and Bel- 
mont, teams that can hardly lie classed 
with any of those Newton hits met. 


Wealthy Towners from keeping at 
peak form remains to be seen. With 
one of the most successful seasons In 
years behind it thus far the Brook- 
linites will give their utmost to turn 
back the invading Newton horde. 

A glimpse at games of past years 
shows Newton’s marked superiority 
over Brookline with 42 games having 
been played between the two schools. 
Newton lias won 24 and tied 6, losing 
to their rivals on only 12 occasions 
In this long period. Newton’s total 
point, margin Is 491 to 211 in these 
games. Three of the six ties have 
occurred in the past decade in which 
length of time Newton has won 5 
times- and lost twice. During these 
ten years both schools experienced a 
marked decline in football success 
with both teams indicating that an 
upward turn is in the offing. It is 
Interesting to further note that New- 
ton hns not lost to Brookline since 
the 1934 game. This was followed 
by a scoreless tie and three New- 
ton victories by scores of 26 to 6, 


28 to 0, and 20 to 14. The 1934 game 
was a 13 to 7 Brookline verdict with 
tho well-remembered 38 to 7 rampage 
at the dedication of tho Dickinson 
Stadium in 1930 as the only other 
Wealthy Town opportunity to cheer 
in this same period. 

During the rivalry Newton has com- 
piled successive wins in varying 
lengths of years reaching n peak of 
five in tho twenties, other streaks 
have been of four years and of three 
with numerous double wins In the 
long stretch. With three victories in 
a row in the past three seasons the 
1939 Newton squad hopes to make 
It four to give the 1940 outfit a chance 
at tying tlie former high mark. 

A final interesting angle to the se- 
ries is that a Brookline win has 
followed tie games and has not been 
the means of breaking a Newton 
streak. Thus perhaps this year New- 
ton’s three game march will not be 
broken by a Brookline win though 
tho even rating of the teams may re- 
sult in another deadlocked morning

pupils for semi-skilled work does not 
require strict adherence to a defi- 
nite program of academic studies or 
shop work, and the school is flexible 
enough to meet conditions. It is an 
“opportunity school" and pupils are 
trained along the lines for which 
they show the most aptitude. It aims 
to provide n sympathetic understand- 
ing and encouragement for the needs 
of boys and girls who either need em- 
ployment because of economic condi- 
tions in their homes, or who are not 
academically inclined. The school 
has been highly successful in plac- 
ing pupils in employment, and in 
this respect lias achieved even bet- 
ter results than any school in the 
city, including the main department 
of tlie Trade School. 

Pupils admitted to the General Vo- 
cational Department come from the 
7th. 8th and 9th grades and range 
in age from 14 to 17 years. Seventy- 
three boys and fifteen girls attend the 
classes. They come from various 
parts of the city. 16 from Newton 
Corner; 16 from Nonantum. 10 from 
Newtonville, 11 from West Newton, 7 
from Upper Falls. 3 each from Lower 
Falls. Auburndale and Newton Cen- 
tre. 2 from Newton Highlands and 
several from out of Newton. Half 
the expense of running the school 
comes from Federal and State grants, 
and such grants also pay the cost of 
transporting the pupils to and from 
the school from their home sections 
of the city. Newton does not bear 
any of the cost of the outside pupils 
attending the school. The boys at- 
tending tlie school are taught machine, 
wood, metal, electrical work, and chef 
work, as well as other subjects. The 
girls are taught housekeeping, wait- 
ress and cafeteria work, clothing, 
beauty culture and home decorating 
work. Most of the girl pupils work 
part-time, afternoons and evenings. 
Four very capable teachers are as- 
signed to the General Vocational De- 
partment. 

When tlie General Vocational De- 
partment of the Trade School was 
started in 1934. it was located in the 
basement of the Peirce School on 
Chestnut st.. West Newton, and was 
quartered there for about a year and 
a half. No complaints were received 
from parents of children attending 
the elementary grades at the Peirce 
School because of the presence of 
the Vocational School pupils in that 
building. Because tlie room available 
at tlie Peirce School was inadequate, 
and also because the basement at 
that school was damp, the Vocational 
Department was moved in 1935 to 
the Hamilton School oti Grove st.. 
Newton Lower Falls. The Hamilton 
School building was erected in 1928, 
and can accommodate about 300 pu- 
pils. The largest number of pupils at- 
tending the elementary grades in the 
Hamilton School was in 1935, when 
ninety-six attended. The attendance 
then gradually decreased, and in 1938 
the enrollment at the elementary 
grades in the school was only 77. 
This year the enrollment is 84. The 
classes at the school are the smallest 
in the city. This small occupancy 
of the Hamilton School for elementary 
grade purposes resulted In three 
rooms and the best basement in any 
school in the city being available 
there for use by the General Voca- 
tional Department, and in 1935 tlie 
department was moved there from the 
basement of the Peirce School. Short- 
ly after, a few residents of Lower 
Falls began to protest against the 
use of the Hamilton School for the 
Vocational School pupils. 

A few months ago a petition was 
systematically circulated in Newton 
Lower Falls by the Improvement As- 
sociation of that village demanding 
that tlie Vocational Department he re- 
moved from the Hamilton School. 
About 300 signatures were obtained 
on the petition. One of tlie alleged 
reasons given for the demand to re- 
move the Vocational School pupils 
from the Hamilton School building 
was — that the Lower Falls section lias 
had a large increase of new residences 
and tlie increase in enrollment in the 
elementary grades at the school war- 
ranted its exclusive use for that pur- 
pose. Tlie petition did not give any 
reasons why tlie Vocational Depart- 
ment should be removed. It merely 
stated that tlie signers wanted the 
trade school removed at once. 

On October 23rd a group from the 
Lower Falls Improvement Association 
attended a meeting of the School 
Committee to present their case. In- 
cluded among those who spoke at 
tii is hearing in favor of removing tlie 
Vocational Department from the Ham- 
ilton School were Howard Lewis of 
St. Mary st.. president of the Lower 
Falls Improvement Association: and 
John McGlennon of Lafayette st., sec- 
retary of tlie association; Norman Pat- 
terson of Grove st.. and Carl Pesco- 
solido of Concord st. Mr. Lewis and 
Mr. McGlennon have resided in the 
city hut a few years, and tlie former 
told the School Committee members 
that a number of the residents of tlie 
recently developed district near tlie 
Hamilton School might move from 
the city unless tlie Vocational Depart- 
ment will be taken from that school 
building. Mayor Childs was also pres- 
ent at the meeting on invitation of tin* 
School Committee. He concurred with 
the remonstrants and favored the im- 
mediate removal of the Vocational De- 
partment. The remonstrants argued 
that the school department should rent 
a building and Supt. of Schools Warren 
and members of the School Commit- 
tee pointed out that it would he Im- 
practical to do this because of prob- 
lems involved In moving and setting 
up tin* equipment used at the school, 
and because eventually it is hoped to 
have a trade school building which 
will house all departments of this 
school. Some of the speakers at tlie 
hearing made statements regarding 
alleged conditions at the school, 
which school authorities assert were 
not founded on fuels. The roman- 
strains also udmitted that they had 
not visited the school while the classes 
of the Vocational Department were 
in session. 

One suggestion made by some of 


those favoring the removal of the 
Vocational Department fron^the Ham- 
ilton School was that it be removed 
to the abandoned Franklin School on 
River st.. Weal Newton. Mayor Childs 
said he would favor such a change 
and that ho would make a recommen- 
dation for alterations at the old Frank- 
lin School so that it could he used 
for the Vocational Department. The 
old Franklin School was built in 1871, 
68 years ago. Several years ago when 
the School Committee formulated a 
10 years program for new Newton 
school buildings, it specified that the 
replacement of the Franklin School, 
should he Number 1 on the program 
because the old structure was ob- 
solete and conditions there were so 
unfavorable. Despite the fact that a 
new heating system had been put in 
the building 12 years ago. the school 
could not be heated on very cold 
days, and complaints of dampness 
there had also been frequent. Work 
on a new school building to replace 
the old Franklin School was started 
two years ago and the old school was 
abandoned at the end of tlie last 
school year. It was not good enough 
for the' elementary grade pupils, hut 
some consider it good enough (with 
some repairs and alterations) for the 
vocational school pupils. 

Because ol' the agitation and pub- 
licity given to tlie Vocational Depart- 
ment at the Hamilton School, the 
writer visited the school a couple of 
weeks ago vj.’ile the trade school 
classes were in operation. The boys 
attending the classes appeared quite 
interested in their work, and were as 
orderly as boys in other departments 
of Newton schools, including the high 
schools. We could detect no annoying 
noises coming from the basement shop 
of tlie vocational department which 
would disturb the children or teach- 
ers in the elementary grades. We 
were informed that the pupils attend- 
ing the vocational clnsses had their 
recess at a different period from that 
of the younger children in the ele- 
mentary grades, and were dismissed 
at a different hour. The only time 
they would meet the elementary grade 
children would lie while coming up 
Grove st. in the morning after leav 
ing their school bus, and one of their 
teachers was in the vicinity at that 
time. It was true that some of tlie 
hoys, because of their shop work, 
were attired in clothing suitable for 
work, but many of the boys attending 
high school do not "dress up” when 
going to school. The girls attending 
the vocational department also seemed 
very interested in their studies, and 
while the writer was there, prepared 
an excellent lunch for all the pupils 
of the Vocational Department. These 
lunches are served every school day 
at cost. From our observation, the 
presence of tin* vocational department 
pupils could not be considered either 
a nuisance or a menace to Lower 
Falls, or the young children attending 
the elementary grades at the Hamil- 
ton School. 

Undoubtedly it would he more con- 
venient for the boys and girls attend- 
ing tlie Vocational Department if 
their school would be located in some 
building nearer the centre of the city. 
The School Department hopes that 
some day. when conditions warrant, 
that a new building to provide facili- 
ties for tlie senior trade school and 
the vocational department will be 
erected. Such a school would cost, 
according to estimates, about $500,000, 
and with tax reductions demanded, 
it is not probable that it will be built 
in the immediate future.

Rainbow’s Phenomenon 

Basis for Many Legends 

The Indians of the Southwest are 
said to hold the rainbow in abhor- 
rence because it is supposed to be ! 
responsible for drouths. Local tra- | 
ditions ascribe other misdeeds to 
the rainbow. It is said to blight the [ 
crops it touches and to bring mis- 
fortune to the inmates of a house 
over which it is seen. Another idea 
is that if one points at a rainbow, 
his finger will be cut off or he will 
be struck by lightning. In France 
and elsewhere children have rhymes 
and charms for driving away rain- 
bows. Various things besides the 
proverbial pot of gold are said to 
be found at the foot of the rainbow. 
The Irish say a gold watch is 
buried there; the Greeks, a gold 
key; the Norwegians, a jug and a 
spoon. “Rainbow gold’’ is not whol- 
ly mythical. In Germany the wash- 
ing of the soil by a rainstorm some- 
times has brought to light curious 
gold and silver coins of pre-Roman 
origin, known as “Regenbogen- 
schusselchen” (rainbow dishes) 
which popular tradition has identi- 
fied with the buried rainbow treas- 
ure. There are two distinct explana- \ 
tions of the old proverb “a rainbow j 
in the morning is the shepherd’s , 
warning; a rainbow at night is the!

The other ex-j 
planation is: A morning rainbow 
means that the air is rather humid 1 
and a continuance of rain during] 
the day is likely, since the small < 
amount of diurnal convection that 1 
could have occurred so early in the 
day has sufficed to produce a 
shower. 


New U. S. Tree Plantings 
Supply Sufficient Timber 

That the United States is cutting 
off its forests many times faster 
than they are being replaced has 
long been the impression of the 
average American citizen. With 
this idea in mind many people 
have purposely aimed to specify 
materials other than wood in an ef- 
fort to display their “American spir- 
it” in conserving our forests. This 
erroneous public attitude, accord- 
ing to P. A. Hayward, chief of the 
forest products division, of the de- 
partment of commerce, has done 
more damage than good since it has 
aided in weakening the consumption 
of products produced by what was 
once America’s greatest industry. 
As a result thousands of former 
workers are looking for employ- 
ment. 

Even by making the most ex- 
treme assumptions Mr. Hayward 
states that any shortage of timber 
for lumber and allied products could 
be only at some far distant time. 
What is more likely is that there will 
always be sufficient forest in the 
United States to meet all reasonable 
needs and that the immediate and 
pressing problem, according to Hay- 
ward, is that of expansion of mar- 
kets for forest products, as without 
adequate markets our forest re- 
sources would be larger an econom- 
ic waste. Moreover, timber as a 
national resource is an exception, 
since it is reproducible. Timber 
should therefore be considered as a 
crop, and unless it can be utilized 
the crop ceases to be an important 
asset. 


Indians Smooth Cheeked 

The beard of the American Indian, 
like that of the oriental, is naturally 
very sparse. Most male Indians 
would have a slight mustache and 
some beard on the chin if they per- 
mitted them to grow, but side whisk- 
ers are usually absent. It was al- 
most a religion with the Indian to 
have a smooth face. Francis Park- 
man says when he was among the 
Sioux he “made careful use of the 
razor, an operation which no man 
will neglect who desires to gain the 
good opinion of Indians.” When Fa- 
ther Gamier, the French missionary 
among the Hurons, showed the In- 
dians a picture of the Savior the 
sight of the beard threw them into 
convulsions of laughter. 


Money to Burn 

Bills charred almost beyond rec- 
ognition, and bills soaked by wa- 
ter until they resemble chunks of 
mud, are included in the approxi- 
mately $3,000,000 worth of currency 
which each year is sent to the 
United States treasury in Washing- 
ton for redemption. Most of the 
mutilated money comes to Washing- 
ton in the fall of the year; treas- 
ury experts have decided that this 
is because people hide bills among 
waste papers in stoves unusued dur- 
ing the summer, and forget the mon- 
ey is there when they light the stove 
when the first cool evening comes 
along 


London Hat Fire

from Phyllis Proctor’s straw hat. He 
snatched it ofT the startled wearer 
just as it hurst Into flume.

Statue of Liberty 

A Frenchman, Frederic Bartholdi, 
designed the Statue of Liberty for 
the Franco-American union in 1874. 
It was built by popular subscription 
in France to commemorate the hun- 
dredth anniversary of American in- 
dependence, and took five years to 
complete. It was mounted in Paris 
in October, 1881. The American 
pedestal for the statue, built by pop- 
ular subscription here, was built be- 
tween 1883 and 1886, and the statue 
was erected on an iron framework 
bolted firmly to the stone pedestal. 
It was dedicated October 23, 1886. 
The statue is of copper sheets 
mm. in thickness. Its total weight 
is 225 tons, including 100 tons of 
copper. From the water level to 
the top of pedestal is 149 feet 10 
inches; from the statue base to top 
of torch 151 feet 5 inches. From 
the heel to top of head is ill feet 
6 inches. Forty persons can stand 
comfortably in the head, and the 
torch will hold 12 people. 

German Speed Camera 

Capable of taking 80,000 pictures 
a second, an all-electric slow-mo- 
tion camera has been developed in 
Germany. Motion pictures produced 
were shown before invited guests in 
Berlin, not long before the outbreak 
of the war. Among the pictures 
shown was the movement of warm 
air circulating in a heated room, 
the discharge of electric sparks over 
insulators and flying bullets h King 
suspended steel wires. Known tech- 
nically as a stroboscope, the cam- 
era is designed primarily for tech- 
nical and scientific research.

‘Human Cannon Balls’ 

Need Rigid Training 

Cliff Gregg of Plymouth, Wis., who 
trains human cannon balls, has dis- 
closed some of the secrets of the 
breath-taking trick which thrills 
circus and exhibition crowds. 

Pointing out that the human pro- 
jectile experiences a few thrills of 
his own each time he’s shot from 
the cannon, Gregg said: 

“The performer enters a shell that 
is shaped according to his body di- 
mensions. Compressed air shoots 
the shell violently to the muzzle, 
which springs back and ejects the 
performer. 

“Simultaneously, an explosion is 
set off in another chamber to pro- 
duce an artillery fire effect.” 

However, the performer must play 
his part to perfection if the trick is 
to be culminated successfully. 

“As soon as the performer is re- 
leased he thrusts his head up,” 
Gregg said, “and starts a climbing 
motion with his arms and legs. 

“If he permits his head to drop 
he will fall short of the net.” 

He added: 

“Hitting the net is no simple mat- 
ter. He lands with such force that 
the net frequently is torn.” 

Gregg has built and sold five of 
the cannons which shoot men— not 
at them. The guns are designed to 
hurl a man approximately 150 feet. 

The net in which the men land is 
50 feet long, Gregg pointed out, be- 
cause no two performers are alike. 

“A slight movement in the actions 
of the performer will cause the dis- 
tance he is hurled to vary,” he ex- 
plained. 

He declared a man could not be 
thrown more than 200 feet — “The 
landing would kill him.” 

Despite the danger of the profes- 
sion, Gregg never lacks candidates 
for the job of human cannon ball. 

He said he has a drawer full of 
applications from young men who 
think that a firm back and a strong 
heart are the only requirements. 

“What they do not understand,” 
he added, “is that the requisites are 
familiarity with the mechanism, 
agility and above all presence of 
mind.” 


Superstition Mountain 

The name Superstition mountain 
is given to a peak east of Phoenix, 
Ariz., because of the Indian legends 
surrounding it, writes a correspond- 
ent to the Detroit News. One of 
these stories relates to a great flood, 
similar to that given in the Bible. 
A Dutchman’s mine there was for- 
merly owned by a Spanish ranch- 
man in Sonora, Mexico. Jacob Walz, 
known as “Snowbeard the Dutch- 
man,” murdered three of the Span- 
iard’s heirs and stole the mine. He 
worked it alone for 10 years or so 
and then revealed its secret site to 
his nephew, whom he afterward 
killed. Other persons, to the num- 
ber of eight, were shot while trying 
to find it. He died in 1892 without 
revealing the mine’s location. A 
bronze tablet marks “Snowheurd’s” 
grave on the mountain.
